CHAPTER I. i 


Introduction. 


/^[Contributed by Sir Alfred Lyall , K C B , to the Gazetteer of Rajputana, dated 1879 


THE faint outlines which can be tiaced of tbe condition of 
tlie country now called Rajputana, foi one 01 two centuiies 
before tbe Muhammadans invaded TTppei India, indicate that 
it was subject foi tlie most pait to two 01 thiee veiy poweiful 
tribal dynasties Of these, the dynasty of the Rathor family, 
which luled at Kanauj, appeals to have had the widest dominion, 
foi the eaily Aiabian geogiaplieis make the fiontiei of Kanauj 
conterminous with Sind, and Al-Maiudi styles the Kanauj 
monarch one of the kings of Sind Howevei this may be, it 
seems certain that the Kanauj temtoiy extended fai westward 
beyond the Jumna into Rajputana, while - much of the south- 
western part was included within the limits of anothei gieat 
kingdom which had its capital in Gujaiat Othei tubal dynas- 
ties succeeded, and m the eleventh century, about the penod of 
the first Muhammadan mioad into the mteiioi of Northern India, 
the leading tribes were the Solankhyas of Anhilwara m Gujaiat, 
the Chauhans at Ajmei, and the Rathors at Kanauj The Gehlot 
clan had established itself in the Mewai countiy which is still 
held by the Sesodias, a sept of the Gehlots The Rdihois and 
Sodas held the north-western deserts, wheie they are still dwel- 
ling, and the Kachhwaha clan had occupied the eastern tiucts 
about Jaipur, now then Chief’s capital 

The deseit which lies between Sind .and Rajputana appears 
to have sheltered the tubes fiom any sei ious mioads of the Arabs 
who reigned m Sind, but fiom the noith-west then temtory was 
moi e exposed Thus the first Musalman invasions found Rajput 
dynasties 'seated m all the chief cities of the noith a fid ruling 
large teintones throughout the rich Gangetic plains, at Lahore, 
^ Delhi, Kanauj, and Ajudhya Mahmud of Ghazni marched to 
Kanauj, m 1017 A D , and leached Muttia, a few yeais later 
he subdued Lahoie, and m 1024 he made his celebrated expedi- 
tion to Somnath rn Gujarat, maiching fiom Muttra across the 
Rajput countnes to Ajmer The Solankhyas of Anlnlwaia were 
oveicome, but the Rajputs baned Mahmud’s return by Ajmer, 
' and he was forced to find his way back through the Sind deseits 
In 1170 a furious war bioke out between the Solankhyas of 
| 'Anhilwara and the Chauhans of Ajmei, m which the former 
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weie defeated, and about the same time began the famous feud 
between the Chauhans and the Itathois oi Kanauj These dis- 
sensions weakened the dynasties, neveitheless when Shahab-ud- 
dm began his invasions, the Chauhans fought haid befoie they 
weie dmen out of Delhi and Ajmei m 1193 A D Next year 
Kanauj was taken and the Rathoi princes, utteily bieken m the 
Gangetic Doab, emigiated to the countiy which they have since 
ruled m Noi th- Western l Rajputana But Ajmer was still sliaiply 
disputed, though Kutb-ud-dm, Shaliab-ud-dm’s Governoi in 
India, managed at last to drive back the tubes, United contest 
his occupation of the middle countries, and to foice his way 
through them again into Guiarat Ajmer and Anhilwaia, the 
foimer Rajput capitals, were gamsoned by Ins tioops, and the 
Mnsalmans appear gradually to have oveiawed, if they did not 
entnely reduce, the open country between and about these tiVo 
places, having gairisoned the fortresses and seemed the natnial 
outlets of Rajputana towards Gujarat on the south-west and the 
Jumna on the noith-east The effect was probably to piess back 
tlie clans more into tlie outlying distucts, wlieie a moie difficult 
and less inviting country afforded a second line of defence against 
the foieignei, a line which they have held successfully up to the 
present day Thg existing capitals of tlfe modem States indicate 
the positions to which the earlier chiefs retieated One clan 
(the Bhatis) had befoie this founded Jaisalmer m the extreme 
noi tli-west, having been driven across the Sutlej by the Gliaz- 
na\ 1 conqueiois The Rathors settled down among the sands of 
Mai war, the Sesodias pushed inward from noith-east and south- 
west, concentrating on the Mewai plateau behind the scraps of 
the Aravalis, while the Jadauns weie protected by the hills and 
la vines that lie along the Chambal From these and other 
migrations and settlements grew up gradually, with varying 
featuies and constantly shifting temtory, the States now govern- 
ed by the Rajput chiefs, the non-Rajput States being of a very 
different add much more lecent foimation The larger States 
repiesent the acquisitions of the more powerful and predominant 
clans the smallei States are eithei the separate conquests of a 
sept that parted company fiom the mam clan or the appanage of 
some Chief who set up independently They have all, m fact, 
a veiy similai ongm. When the dominant families of a clan 
lost tlieir dominion m thfe fertile regions of the north-west, one 
part of the clan seems to have remained in the conquered country, 
while another part, probably the defeated Chief’s kinsmen and fol- 
lowers, went off westwaid and carved out anothei, though much 
poorei, dominion They were giadually hemmed up into parts 
ox the country productive enough to yield food and lent, and 
defensible against the great armies of + he foreigner Having then 
made a settlement and built a city of refuge, each clan started 
oman mtenmnablS course of feuds and foiays, staving to enlaige 
its bordeis at the cost of its neighbour When the land grew 
too strait for the support of the Chief’s family and of the mcieas- 
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ed clan, a band would assemble under some new leader and go 
foilli to plant itself elseivheie In tbis way tlie whole of Rajpu- 
tana appears to have been paited oft among the clans which we find 
tlieie now, and the teiritones that have been giadually lounded off 
and , consolidated by incessant fuction aie now called States, 
Undoi the lule of the Chief of the clan dominant. Of course the 
original type of tribal dominion has been modified , towns have 
giown up round the ancient foits, and the Chiefs have, m some 
instances, modernized then status towaids the likeness of a tem- 
toilal king Neveitheless, on the whole, these States are still 
essentially the possessions of clans, and, as such, can be defined 
and distinguished territonally , nor is the political nature 01 
temue of these States propeily intelligible without beanng their 
ongm in mind j Setting aside, then, the two Jat States and the 
Muhammadan pnncipality of Tonic, we may descnbe Raj put ana 
as the legion within which the pure-blooded Rajput States have 
maintained then independence undei then own chieftains, and 
have kept together their primitive societies evei since . their 
pimcipal dynasties m Northern India were cast down and swept 
nway by the Musalman muption Of the States of Rajputana, 
eighteen belong to the fiist lank m the Empne, being under 
heaty with the Impenal Government, and of these eighteen, 
fifteen are still ruled by the Chiefs of Rajput clans 01 families, 
two of the othei three belonging' to Jat families and one to a 
Muhammadan dynasty A sixteenth Rajput State is Shahpuia 
which has no treaty with the Empire, and which differs from the 
others both as to its origin and as to the nature of its political 
connections The Chief of Shalipura holds Ins 

lands by distinct grants from two different superiors, the Rana^ 
of Mewar and the Empire The sixteen Rajput Stales may be 
ananged according to the diffeient clans which founded them, 
and to which the ruling family of necessity belongs m the follow- 
ing manner — i

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The small Cluefslnp of Khetn m the Sliaikhawati district of 
Jaipui is held on a double tenuie of the same hind as that of 
Shahpuia., as the Chief holds one pait oi his teintoij, the pai- 
gana of Kot Putli, by a giant made on behalf of the British Gov- 
ernment by Loid Lake m 1803 and subsequently eolith med as a 
fiee gift m peipetuity On the eastern bolder of Rajputana, 
beyond the States of Bundi and Kotah, aie seven estates called 
the seven Kotns held by seven Rajput families of the Haia clan 
winch belong to a pecuhai political anangement 

Tlieie aie other mmoi Chiefs of a similar class 
m different paits of Rajputana, who claimed some kind of pn\i- 
leged status and sepaiate jurisdiction under the 1 uling powci 
of the State within which then lands aie included This claim 
is usually bv vntue of having descended^ fiom a distant stock, 
01 of hating ongmally conqueied and maintained then lands 
without aid oi commission fiom the State’s l uler, but on then 
own scoie and venttue, they neveitlieless pay tubute to the 
State’s Chief and aie subject to his geneial authonty Such 
aie the Chiefs of Sikai m Jaipui, of Nimiana tn Alwai, of 
Ratehgarli m Kishangaih (though he pat’s no tubule), and of 
Kushalgaih m Banswaia, though the last-mentioned Chief, (who 
also holds lands of Ratlam) has been witlidi an n fiom dneot sub- 
ordination to Banswaia The Blnl Chiefs of the Mowai lull 
tiacts belong to a slightly diffeient categoiy, though they asset t 
internal independence of Udaipur, and the Tliakui of Lawa, a 
small feudatoiy, has, foi peculiai leasons, been declared sepaiate 
fiom Tonk, to which he was subordinate up to 18T0 Besides 
these mmoi oi mediatized Clnefslnps, tlieie are othei gi.ulations 
of status and pnvilege, but then classification becomes indistinct 
as it descends, shading off into the gieat estate-holdei and head 
of a bianch family of the Chief’s blood with gn lank and 
formal heieditaiy pnvileges lathei than sepaiate pobtical juns- 
diclion 

The remaining tlnee States of the hist class, not being undei 
Rajput Chiefs, aie of a different ongni and giowtli The State 
of Tonk was foimed out of the convention which allowed the 
famous Amir Khan to hold ceitam lands which he possessed in 
1817, it consists of six sepaiate distncts, of which thiee only 
aie within the administrative piovmce of Rajputana The Jat 
States of Bhaiatpui and Dholpui are the othei two, the Hist is 
governed by th§ descendant of the bold and adioit land-holders 
who raised themselves to the rank and power of temtorial Chiefs 
during the confusion of the eighteenth centuiy, the second, 
Dholpui, is the terntoiy lemammg with a familv that had gam- 
ed distinction eailiei, though it fiist acquired political independ- 
ence m the same eentuiv and undei snmlai cncumstances But 
whereas the Bhaiatpui Chief kept his temtoiv intact, and even 
mci eased it during the contest between the llahiattas and the 
English at the beginning of this centuiy, the Dholpui Chief m 
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tlie same peuod lost a great pait of his acquisitions These two 
States, lying as they do outside Cential India, did not fall within 
the lange of the tieaties of 1817-18 These States, therefoie, aie 
governed each by a family of the Jat tribe, which gives to that 
paiticular tribe a soit of piecedence and pnvilege m the State, 
but then constitution is by no means tubal m the meaning with 
which that woid applies to the temtory of a Rajput clan In 
Tonk the descendant of Amn Khan is an autocratic Nawab of 
the oulmaiy Indian type 

It has been explained that the existing Rajput States trace 
then histone descent fiom the ancient tnbal settlements m this 
pait of India, and as they diffei m origin flora the great majority 
of States in othei parts of the Empne, so do they in political 
constitution A Rajput State, wheie its peculiai stiucture has 
been least modified, means the temtoiy over which a paiticular 
clan 01 division of a clan claims dominion foi its Chief and 
political piedommance foi itself by right of occupation or con- 
quest A Rajput Chief is the head of a clan which have for 
many centunes been lords of tlie^soil, 7 or of the gieatei pait of 
it, lying within the State’s limits, and, as a ruler, instead of 
being an absolute despot, he exercises a junsdiction moie or less 
limited ovei an anstociacy consisting pnncipally of his kinsmen 
and connections, while m the cities and tlnoughout the distucts 
not within the estates of the gieat fief-holders his authonty is 
absolute In the Western States, wheie the original type is best 
pieserved, the dominant clans are Still much m the position which 
they took up on fiist entiy upon the land, and there we find all 
the terntoiy (with exceptions m favour of paiticulai grantees) 
still parcelled out among the Rajputs, mainly among the branch 
families of the dominant clan and their offshoots . All over 
the west it would be difficult to find a single important estate 
not held by a Rajput The su pi erne governing authonty in a 
Rajput State is, of couise, m the hand„s of the heieditaiy Chief 
of the dominant clan, who is supposed to be the nearest legiti- 
mate descendant m direct male line fiom the foundei of the 
State, accoidmg to the genealogy of the tribe But even 

piimogemtuie has been lequned to qualify up to a low standard 
of competency, and when diiect hens fail, the Chief may be 
chosen fiom any blanch of the stock group, the choice sometimes 
going from one blanch to anothei accoidmg to critical needs and 
cncumstances The right of adoption by a Rajput Chief of his 
successor accoidmg to law and customs, on failure of natural 
liens, has been foimally recognized by the British Government 
When the succession is disputed, the Imperial Govern- 
ment is often foiced to step m and aibitiate and decide The 
m tenor economy of a complete Rajput faiinly has often suggested 
the analogy of feudalism, though m fact tlieie are essential dif- 
feiences Theie is, howevei, a chain of mutual authonty and 
subordination which luns fiom the Chief by gradations ~down- 
waids to the possessei of one or more villages The lands aie 


i 
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foi tlie most pait divided oil and inherited among the branch 
f unities of the dominant elan, some considei able estates being 
held by families of a diil'eient clan who have come in by mairwge 
01 by antenoi settlement m the country Veiy laige estates aie 
lifeld by the heieditaiy heads of the biancli septs winch have 
spiead out from the mam stock and by kmdied families which 
cic as boughs to the gieat blanches These estates are 

owned and inheiited by Chiefs, who much lesemble the State 
Chief m mmiatuie, wheie they aie stiong and independent The 
relations of these minor Chiefs to the State Chief differ "very 
much m different States , m the best preserved States of the west 
and south-west they exeicise almost complete ]urisd'ction each 
within his own domain pi open and their obedience to any un- 
usual command .of the State Chief depends on his pdwtn to enfoice 
it They pay lnm certain dues 01 assessed conti lbutions rated 
upon then income and legulated by immemoiial custom, they 
aie bound to rendei mihtaiy seivicc against the toieignei and 
against lebels, to make additional emcigcnt conti lbutions m war 
time, and their lands are usually mted at so many horsemen 01 
footmen to he furnished yeaily foi the ordmniy public seivice 
The numbei of followers to be maintained may depend on the 
value of the land and upon the lank and consequence of the 
estate-holdei At eveiy succession to an estate the hen is bound 
to do homage to the Chief and to pay a fine of some value — these 
acts being essential to entiy into legal possession of Jus lnlieut- 
ance He also pays some customaiy dues of a feudal natuie and 
is hound to peisonal attendance at ceitam penods and occasions 
Tn the States of the west, belonging to ihe Ratlioi and Sesodia 
clans, the domains of all the suboidmate Chiefs aie rated at a 
certain valuation of annual lent-ioll, and for every thousand 
lupees a ceitam number of aimed men must be piovided foi the 
State’s seivice In some States this seivice lias been commuted 
foi cash payment, hut the gieat land-holdeis have usually lesist- 
ed this change, which obviously tends to mcieasc ihe Chief’s 
powei and to lessen tlicir own Disobedience to a lawful sum- 
mons 01 oi del involves sequestiation of lands, if tlie Chief can 
enfoice it, but it is rare that an estate is Confiscated outiiglit and 
annexed to Crown lands, as the whole fedeiation of minor Chiefs 
would be against such an absoiption if there wore any piactical 
alternative So long as the inmoi Chiefs fulfil then customaiv 
obligations, they hold then estates on conditions as well founded 
and defined as those on which the nilmg Chief governs his tern- 
tory, and then tenure is often ]ust as ancient, and then authoi- 
ity, withm then own limits often as absolute 

In fact the system upon which the land is disti lbuted among 
the branch families and other great heieditary land-holdeis, is 
the basis of the political constitution of a Rajput State and foi ms 
its characteristic distinction And tins system is not, speaking 
accurately, feudal, though it has giovn m ceitam States into 
something voiy like feudalism The temue of the gieat dans- 
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men involves lmlitaiy seivice and payment of financial aids, b\i{ 
its souice is to be tound m the ongmal clan occupation of the 
lands and m the privileges of kinship and punty of descent from 
the original occupants 01 conquerors The subordinate Chiefs 
leally claim to be coparceneis with the ruleis m their right to 
dominion ovei the soil and to the fruits of it Of course this 

constitutional punciple has been much changed in practice m 

many of the States, especially since the Mahrattas disorganized 
Rajputana at the end of the last centuiy In the Eastern Raj- 
put States, which weie most exposed to the attacks of Mughal, 

Mahiatta, and Pathan, the clan system has been much effaced 

- politically, and some Chiefs have centralized their power so as to 
obtain almost absolute junsdiction over the whole of their tern- 
tones, moreover, the Rajputs aie very few among the population 
of some of these States In Kotah the clan system was almost 
extinguished by Zalim Singh, who bi ought the land mainly 
under dnect fiscal management and substituted his own armed 
police for the feudal contingents In Bundi some relations of 
the Chief still hold laige grants, but without any independent 
■jurisdiction Bbaratpui and Dholpui aie Jat States m which 
the Chief’s powei is supreme, and m the Muhammadan State of 
Tonk the Rajput land-holdeis have been inevitably depressed 
vlale the Government is of the ordinal y Muhammadan type 
So that, whereas in the noith and west a mlmg Chief Mould 
haidlv break through the compact front Mdncli his clansmen 
could at once oppose to any serious political encroachment and 
has a dubious guupdiction wntliin the domains of his leading 
kinsmen, m the east and south a Chief lias his State more 01 less 
dnectly undei his onui executive power and a “people of whom 
Ins clansmen foim a small part In the small Eastern State of 
Karauli, howOvei, the clan system is still vigorous 

Aiound and .below the gieat minoi Chiefs and families are 
the kinsfolk, mIio belong to the same sept of the clan, and who 
hold land of moie 01 less extent, eithei independently of their 
head or ,on a soit of~ giant from him In Western Rajputana 
iheie aie laige tiacts of lands held by gioups of Rajput pio- 
pnetois, mIio lepresent a settlement antenoi to, 01 at least coeval 
with, that of the dominant clan, which settlement may have 
been eithei that of an alien clan that has kept its lands undis- 
tuibed, oi of a distinct sept belonging to the lulmg clan Some 
of the alien clans have been bioughl m latei by mainage alli- 
ances oi by having come as a contingent to aid the Chief of the 
country m some haid-f ought war oi distant expedition, sei vices 
for which they received an allotment of land The heads of 
these alien families often hold high rank in the State 

The admimsti ative business of a State usually falls into 
seveial diffeient depaitments which are undei lieieditaiy officials 
— a veiy important class, of which the members almost always 
belong to oarticulhi castes and families — rarely to a Rajput clan 
In some States the highest offices belong by heiitage to a gieafc 
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kinsman of tlie Cliief, tliougli these offices aie apt to become 
bonoraiy, as they have become m Europe and tbe leal powei gets 
into tbe bands of very acute mstiuments of tbe Chief’s good, 
pleasure It is often impiudent to place muck authority m tbe 
bands of a leading noble, noi aie tbe Tbakuis usually qualified 
foi tbe tiansaction of affans, while they would lather look down 
upon official duties unless accompanied by very substantial lank 
and influence In fact, tbe condition of internal government m 
Bajputana much resembles what has passed m Euiope, tbe mler 
seeks to strengthen himself at tbe cost of tbe nobles, tbe nobles 
aie on tbe watch against tbe encroachments of tbe rulei , and tbe 
officials aie tbe astute men of business, tbe gens de la nobe of 
Euiope, expei t m law and finance, whose aid m such times has 
always been so essential to tbe lulei As tbe tendency of 

all office m Bajputana is to become heieditary, and as tbe light 
of tbe clnldien and lelations of an official to be provided foi in 
the public seivice is univei sally lecognized, tlie Chief is always 
suiiounded by a ciowd of qualified claimants Seveial 

of tbe official families are descended fiom persons of tbe wilting 
commeicial castes who accompanied tbe earliest immigiation of 
tbe ruling Chiefs into tbe countiy 

Tbe gieat estate-lioldeis, called tbe Tkakurs, live most of tbe 
year m then foits on then own lands, and m tbe west they 
manage then own domains with little State intei feience, dis- 
tiibutmg justice and collecting their taxes and lents Wben\ 
some complainant has interest enough to get an appeal seriously 
taken up at head-quaiteis, or when some disordei 01 deed of 
notonous violence has cieated scandal, tbe lulmg Chief inter- 
poses vigorously, though tbe mattei is usually settled by a fine 
or a piesent TVkeie tbe Tbakuis aie most independent, they 
go little to Court, though there is usually a fixed period when 
each man of lank is bound to attend on bis Chief, and on great 
occasions they all assemble 

Wbeie their separate status and power have been much 
reduced, they gravitate towards tbe level of pnvileged courtieis, 
whose places m tbe Chief’s piesence and at ceremonies are regu- 
lated by veiv minute etiquette But a tuibulent noble of tbe 
old school does not much enjoy a visit to Couit, *wkeie there are 
usually long outstanding accounts to settle with astute officials, 
be goes there well attended by kinsfolk, and fences himself m 
lus town bouse, where be occasionally stood a siege in tbe last 
generation, and was sometimes muidered It may be said that 
all tbe internal disoiders of Bajputana since 1818, vkick weie 
seuous and widespread, up to recent years, have been caused 
entnely by disputes between tbe ruling Chiefs and then nobles; 
tbe Chiefs striving to always depiess and break down tbe power 
of tbe gieat kinsmen, tbe nobles being deteinnned to lestrict tbe 
stiengih of then lulei Tbe jMabiatta invasion and usurpations 
bad much diminished tbe strength of the State’s rulei, on tlie 
otliei band tbe English supremacy is favourable to him, and tbe 
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inclination of an English Government is naturally toward snppoit 
of tlie cential administiation Noi lias tlie time of aimed resist- 
ance by nobles to then Chief yet passed* away m the west and 
south-west, wheie a Thakui will still, if aggneved, hold out as 
long as he can m the ancestial fort, and if the fort is made too 
hot foi him, take to the wilds with his kinsmen and become an 
outlaw and leadei of banditti Usually these proceedings end 
m compiomise and reconciliation

edicts of Asoka m the Deccan m 2G4 B C and in the mscuptions 
of latei date, their fiist knots n king is Abhimannu of the 5th Cen- 
tuiy A D , f lorn whose time their histoiy is increasingly cleai 

As mentioned in the last chaptei, the ongmal capital of the 
Rathor clan was Kanau) On the eaptuie of this city by Shah ah- 
ud-dm m 1194 A D , the dynasty, which according to tiadition, 
ruled fouiteen centunes, was expelled and Sia]i, the grandson or 
nephew of Jai Chand, the last Chief, staited on a pilgrimage to 
Dwarka On his way he halted at Pali m Maiwai wlieie, having 
won the favour of the local Biahmms by repelling bands of maraud- 
ers, he eventually settled Rao Asthan")i, his son, who took Idar 
from the Bhils, gave it to Ins biotlier, Sonmg He and Ins des- 
cendants mci eased then lands until Chonda, 11th m descent from 
Si aii, consolidated the Rathoi powei by usuipmg Mandoie fiom the 
Pariliais m about 13S1 A D and making it Ins capital It was the 
Rathoi capital foi about 80 yeais and served as a convenient base 
for fui tlier annexations 


In 1420, Rao Rir Mai succeeded to_Lhe Gadi He played an

O^Tlie woid “ Marwai ” is a conniption of “ Maiuwai ” (mean- 
ing tlie legion of deatli) and hence applies to a deseit As stated 
above, Rao Jodkaji, the 12th m descent fiom Rao Siaji, founded 
the city of Jodhpur m 1459 A D Jaswant Singh (1638-7S), the 
9th m descent fiom Jodhaji, was the fiist mlei of Marwai to hold 
the title of Maharaja. Maharaja Man Singh, the 6th m descent 
fiom Mahai aja Jaswant Smgh, ascended the throne in 1803 and en- 
teied into a tieaty with the British Government m 1818 He was 
succeeded by Mahai aja Takhat Singh, who was adopted fiom 
Ahmednagai m Gujaiat m 1843 He leased to Bntish Govern- 
inent the Jodhpui poition of the Sambhai Lake He was succeeded 
by his eldest son Mahai aja Jaswant Smgh II The next rulei wa-> 
Maharaja Sardai Singh, the son of Mahai aja Jaswant Smgh He 
was the fiist punce of Rajputana to pay homage to His late Majesty 
Iung-Emperor Edward YII He sent his Impel lal Seivice 
Lancers to seive m the Noith-West Frontiei in 1897-98 and to 
China m 1901 


Mahai aja Saidar Smgh had three sons and two daughteis by 
the sistei of the piesent Maharao Raja of Bundi The eldest son 
was Maharaja Sa Sumei Smgh, KBE, bom on the 14th January 
1898, the second Mahaiaja Sir Umed Smgh, K C V 0 , bom on 
the 8th July 1903 (the piesent ruler), and the third Maliaraj Ajit

BHUMIGHARA is a tenure on which tbe Rajputs, whose ances- 
tois held tbe land pnoi to Ratboi conquest (mostly tbe 
Chauhans m Sanohoie) and tbe Thakuis of Mallani, en- 
joy then estates Tbej'- pay a small sum of money to tbe 
Daibar as Fotijbal 01 Klnchn Lag Tieason against 
the State 01 tbe commission of a heinous crime can alone 
justify tbe lesumption of an estate held on this tenuie 
In then case no Patta is issued on succession 
BHUM LAND is held by Bhumias who have to peifoim ceitain 
duties and some of them pay a quit lent called Bhvm 
Bab Grants of tbe Bhvm land tenuie are made onlj 
by the Darbai and can be conferred even m villages held

On tlie failuie of descen- 
dants to tlie ongmal giantee, they leveit to the State 

JUNI JAGIR If the Darbar please, on tlie confiscation of tlie 
village, they peimit the 1 agirdar to retain a few fields 
just to save him from becoming homeless Disobedience 
or commission of a grave political offence involves 
sequestration. 

PAS AY AT is the name of the tenure on which land is given 
m lieu of payment for sei vices Whenever the holder 
ceases to render the service lequired, the land is resumed 
Iff AM is a lent-free grant for services rendered to the State and 
lapses on the failure of lineal descendant of the original 
giantee 

In DUMBA TENURE the land is made over to the people and 
brought under cultivation on payment of a permanently 
fixed lent No service is required 

In cases of Jagir and JivLa estates, succession is by primogeni- 
ture, wheieas m other tenuies the rule of gavel-kind, i e , equal 
paitition among surviving heirs is observed

juunng the minority administration commencing 1911, the office 
of Regent was held by the Maharaja's grand uncle, MAJOR- 
GENERAL HIS HIGHNESS MAHARAJADHIRAJA SIR 
PARTAP SINGH BAHADUR, GCSI, GCVO, GCB, 
LL D , D 0 L , ADO, who abdicated the Idar Gaddi to which 
he had succeeded m 1902 m ordei to complete the schemes which 
he had inaugurated while Chief Minister of Jodhpur from 
1878-1902 Besides this long period of civil admmistiation, 
Maharaja Sir Paitap Singh had a distinguished military careei, 
having served m the Mohmand and Tirah campaigns m China 
(1900-01) and m France during the European War (1914-18) On 
his death m September 1922, there passed away one of the best 
known and most picturesque figures of contempoiary Indian history 
The Mahai aja has one surviving grand uncle, viz — MAHA- 
RAJ ZALIM SINGH, born m 1865, who was educated at the Mayo 
College, Ajmer, and held the appointment of Assistant Musahib 
Ala until 1902 On the l eversion of Colonel Lock m 1893, the 
Customs Department and Boundary Office were placed under Lis 
chaige He held charge of these till July 1903, when the Customs

At the ’beginning of the last centuiy the principal land-holders 
of the State weie the Thalrur of Mahajan, who, though shorn of 
considerable poition of his possessions, is still the piemiei noble of 
Bikaner, and the Thakurs of Chuiu and Bhadia The two latter 
were descendants of Kandha'l of the Bannot and Samdasot lines, 
and their estates consisted of about 80 and a bundled Villages res- 
pectively The Baniiots were expelled fiom Churu by Maharaja 
Surat Singh m 1818 and the Samdisots fiom Bhadia m 1816 
after long continued stiuggles with the State The heads of both 
families received a few villages by way of maintenance, and are 
still looked up to as persons of Tmpoitance In the thud division 
also are compused the descendants of Maharaja Gu] Singh, who are 
known as Raj vis and hold some 22 villages These persons ale 
very numeious and then lank entitles them to notice, but they 
are greatly hampered by debt and aie not of any political impor- 
tance The most notewoithy of them in lecent years was Maharaj 
Lai Singh, who was foi some time Piesident of His late Highness’ - 
Council and who was the fathei of that Rulei and of his brother, 
the present Ruler About 30 villages are held by members of the

charges In letum they leceive fiom His Highness gifts (nj- 
bakhshish) when mamages and funeials take place m then own 
families Both the neota and iiy-baUishtsli were till recently of 
an unceitam amount, depending on the pleasuie of the Ruler and 
the strength of the Tliakui On the accession of the present Rulei , 
the Council of Regency found it necessaiy to lay down a definite 
scale m both cases for its own guidance dunng the mmoiity 
What, has been said above m regard to tfie Pugal, Mahajan, Chuiu 
and Bhadra estates shows how the Darbai has m the couise of 
continued stiuggles with the leading nobles strengthened its own

about that no single noble is m a position to lesist or even very 
senously trouble the Darbai, though as lately as 1884 a combina- 
tion of several lendeied it necessary to send foi a bugade fiom 
Nasirabad to restore oiders None of the nobles of Bikaner holds 
any estate fiom the Bntish Government -

Tlie Sisodia elan of Rajputs is descended fiom Loh, son of 
Rama, the legendary king of Oudh, whose descendants ermgiated 
m A D 145 fiom the Punjab to Gujarat, where they leigned till 

their capital, Balabhi, near the 
Notice of t e C an piesent city of Bhavnagar, was 

destioyed hy an invasion of foieigneis rn A D 524 In the 
couise of the flight of. the family, a pimce was born near Mount 
Abu, who afterwards reigned at Idai, vhrch was held by his des- 
cendants till the Blnls rose and killed then mler His sen, Bapa, 
was piesorved and removed to Nagmdia (now called Uagda) 13 
miles to the north of the modem Udaipur Eventually he took 
up lus residence with the Mon Chief of Clntoi, then the oveilord 
oi Malwa Latef- on, he led the Chuoi foices against the 
Muhammadans fiom Sind, defeated them, and ultimately made 
himself master of Chitor m A D 734 with the title of Bawal, and 
founded the kingdom of Mewar 

Kuina or Kaian Singh succeeded m 1193 His son, Mahap, 
proved unwoitliy and letned into the western hills where he became 
the foundei of the Duugarpur and Banswara line His cousin, 
Bliaiat, was dnven fiom Clntoi by the Sonigaia chief of Jhaloi, 
w r ho had maiiied Kaian Singh’s daughtei, and he letned to Smd 
Clntoi was, how-evei, lecoieied by his son, Rahap, in 1201, and 
he changed the name of the dynasty to Sisodia and the title from 
Rawal to liana. This lattei change was due to his defeat of 
Mokal, the Panhar Pnnce of Mandor, who boie the title of Rana 
and was compelled to i enounce not only the title but the district of 
Godwoi 


In the internal of half a centuiy between Rana Ralrap and 
Rana Lakshmi (oi Lakshman Singh) 9 princes weie placed on the 
gaddi, G of whom fell m battle, and Chitoi was lost and recovered. 
Lakshman Singh succeeded in 1275 and it was duiing his leign, 
m 1301, that Clntoi was taken and sacked by Alauddm Duung 
this siege tbe Johan oecimed and twelve princes of the liouse 
sacnficed then lives including the Rana himself, his eldest son 
(Uisi oi An) and all Ins other sons, except the second, Ajar Smgh, 
who escaped to Kelwaia, fiom whence he ruled as Rana over the 
sunoundmg hilly countiy 

Ajai Singh’s nephew, Hamir Smgh I (1351-13G4), retook 
Clntoi, which was held by his fathei-m-law, Maldeo, Chief of 
Jalor, foi the Muhammadans Harm Singh was icgaided as the 
leading pnnce of the ceutial poition of India until his death In 
the reign of Rana Laksli Smgh oi Lakha (1382-1397) the Mcwai 
gaddi passed fiom the elder to the younger branch of the family, 



tlie Rana liaving taken to wife a puncess of Mamar mth the 
promise iliat any son bom of tlie niamage should succeed to 
Meuai, to the exclusion of the eldei son, Chonda A child, 
Mokul, being born, Chonda resigned all' his lights m 'Mokul’s

Though it was then airanged that the Maliaiana of Udaipur 
should nevei peisonally attend the Imperial Daihai , Amar Smgli 
I sent Ins son, Kaian, to attend the Empeioi’s Daibar at Delhi 
As a lesult of this peace, Ihe Inipenal tioops weie withdiawn fiom 
Chiior which thus levelled to the Sisodias Amai Singh was suc- 
ceeded m A D 1621 by his son, Kaian, who leigned only seven 
yeais In A D 1628 Jagat Singh succeeded his father, Kaian 
Rana Rai Smgh I succeeded Ins father, Jagat Singh, m 1653 
During his leign the Empeioi Auiang7eb imposed a capitation tax, 
known as Jazia, on all Hindus Against this the Rana wrote a 
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very shong lelter of pioiest (which is reproduced m Tod’s Raja?- 
tlian), wdiereupon Auiangzeb invaded Me war Ra] Singh defeated 
tlie Empeioi on many occasions and secuied Impel lal emblems^ 
elephants and banneis The idol of Shu Nath]i was brought to 
Mewar about this time through feai of Auiangzeb It is estab- 
lished at Nathdwaia which is a gieat place of pilgrimage foi 
Hindus Ha] Smgh constructed the lake of Ea]samand on the 
dam of which fine maible palaces, exquisitely caived, have been 
huilt 


Hana Jai Smgh, who succeeded Ha] Smgh m A D 1G81, con- 
cluded a tieaty with Auiangzeb He constructed the famous dam 
of the Dhebar Lake, called aftei him Jaisamand, one of the largest 
aitificial lakes m the world Hana Amai Smgh II, who succeeded 
to the gaddi m 1698, made a tupaitite alliance for mutual defence 
with the rulers of Jaipui and Jodhpui who stipulated that then 
houses should again be admitted to tlie honour of marriage with 
Mewai, a pnvilege which they had lost by giving tlieir daughters 
in mamage to tlie Mughal Empeioi s, on condition that the sons of 
princesses of the Edaipur house should in all cases succeed to 
the tin one in prefeience to eldei sons by otliei motheis, and that 
daughteis, bom to Udaipur princesses, should not be given m 
mamage to Muhammadans Sangiam Smgh II succeeded Amar 
Smgh II m A D 1716, and was succeeded by Jagat Smgh m A D 
1734 The stipulations, legardmg the marriages, abo%e lefeired 
to, led to constant quanels and eventually to the Maharattas being 
called m as aibiters m the aftans of Ha]putana Foi neailj a 
century, during the reigns of Jagot Small II, Pariah Small II, 
Raj Smgh II, Arsi (A I) 1762), Harnn Ratna and Ehim Smgh, 
Mewai was liaiassed by Smdhia and Holkai and aftei wards by 
Amir Khan, the Pmdan, till m 1818 Mahaiana Bhim Smgh made 
a treaty with the British Government, by which the latter agreed 
to protect the temtoiy of Udaipur and to use its best exeitions 
foi the lestoiation of the teriitones, the State had lost, when this 
could be done with piopnety Mahaiana Blum Smgh died m 1828 
'and was succeeded by bis son, Jawan Smgh, who xeigned till 1888

Shah Jalian, who bestowed on him the district of Kanthal of which 
the value is said to have then been nine lacs of rupees On his 
leturn, the Mewar troops weie withdrawn and Han Singh estab- 
lished himself at Deolia, built a palace and giadually brought into 
subjection the whole tract now known as Partabgarh His tribute 
to the Emperoi of Delhi was fixed at Its 15,000 and he was gi anted 
the title of Maharajadhnaj Mahaiawat Han Smgh was succeeded 
m 16T4 by Ins son, Paitab Smgh, the foundei of the town of Partab- 
gaili, fiom which the State now takes its name An attempt made 
dui mg his time by the Mahaiana of Udaipur to recover Kanthal 
was unsuccessful and ended m the death of Ram Smgh, the son-in- 
law of the luler of Mewar Pnthwi Smgh, who succeeded his father 
m 1703, was received with much courtesy at Delhi and was granted 
the light to com money, which was lenewed fifty years later to his 
grand son, Salnn Smgh The Salim Shahi rupee is the principal 
com of Paitabgarh and the adjoining distucts to this day, but the 
official currency was altered m 1904 from Salim Shahi to Imperial 
In the time of Sawant Smgh (1775-1844), the country was overrun

son of Mahaiana Lakha The head 
of the Madu family is said to have been Maldeo, who founded 
Madn m 1548 Rao Raghunath Smgh succeeded his fathei m 
1851 , he was then 15 l ears of age His eldest son, Bakhtawai 
Smgh, who succeeded him m 1900, retained the daughtei of 
Zorawar Smgh, uncle to the former Rao of Para Rao Bakhta war 
Smgh died on the 5th March 1911, and his younger brother, 
Thakui Ran] it Smgh, who was bom m 1865, succeeded him He 
mairied m May 1910 the daughter of Thakui Golab Smgh of 
Dhamot He died on the 17th Januaiv 1922 and vas succeeded 
by Daulat Singh (bom m 1911), eldei son of Partap Smgh, brothei 
of the late Rao, on the 19th January 1923 

Rao Raghunath Singh at one time rendered himself some- 
what unpopular by restonng to distasteful measures for adding 
to his revenue In April 1882, however, Colonel Conolly, with 
the assistance of the Rao’s eldest son (Rao Bakhtawar Smgh) put 
matteis between the Rao md his Bhils on a more satisfactory foot- 
ing, and affairs have since worked well 

The capital of the estate, Madn, lies noith-noith-west of Khei- 
wara from which it is thnty miles 

The estate now consists of nine villages of the annual value of 
TTdaipun rupees 6,000 of which a sum of TJdaipun Rs 500 is 
paid as “ Chatund ” to the Mewar Darbar 

In common with other estates Madn suffeied severely m the 
3899-1900 famine, when the number of villages was reduced from 
22 to 9, and the revenue fiom Rs 11,000 to Rs 6,000 The estate 
is now under management

fioni Idar m A D 1398, and to have taken possession of the lands 
in the neighbouiliood of luia fiom a Bhil named Jug] a Little 
is known of the hastoij of the Juia famity from the time they, 
settled themselves in this wild tiact of country until the British 
Government came on the scene m 1827 when Captain Spens, having 
settled affairs m the Kherwai a district, pioceeded to arrange the 
Giassia estates of Oghna, Panarwa and Jura - Supremacy over 
these estates had been claimed by the Maharana of Mewai , though 
it could not be shown that they had ever paid tribute to Mewai 
or perfoimed any service that might be deemed one of vassalage 
Su Chailes Metcalfe had previously written m reply to this demand 
by the Rana — “ Those Chiefs whom we found independent when 
oui mediation was established m this pait of India aie still m 
equity independent, and we ought not to lend oui aid to 1 educe 
them to sub-jection All that we lequne from them is the security 
of our sublets and allies against the predatoiy muptions of then 
people, and a safe passage thiough their temtoiy for tiavellers 
and meichandise ” In consequence of this decision, Juia and 
Panarwa foi a time letamed their independence, but Oghna olfeied 
a voluntary fealty to Udaipur 

In A D 1828 an affray had taken place between the Giassias 
and some Kabul mei chants at the village of Keear m Juia tein- 
toiy, m which 21 of the meichants lost then lives and the whole 
of their piopeity was plundeied A few yeais aftei this a paity 
consisting of one Havildai, one Naiek and 15 pnvates of the 21st 
Bombay Native Infantry were attacked m the Gnwar Pass near 
Mount Abu and eight of then number killed and five wounded 
The then Rao of Sirohi sent m a list of 22 men as the murdereis, 
most of whom weie lesidents of Kheiah-Kaiesai m the Jura teintoiy 
As no measures, m spite of the frequent remonstrances of the Poli- 
tical Agent, weie taken by the Rao of Jura to arrest the murdeiers, 
oiders weie issued foi the ser/.ui e and sequestration of the temtoiy, 
of the Rao of Juia A foice was sent with this purpose but the 
Rao of Jura met the foice on the boideis of his territory and no 
resistance was offeied Punishment was meted out to tlie offending*

not cover the expense of its management, the estate was made 
over to the Maharana o± TJdaipui When the Mewai Bhil Corps 
was raised m 1841, seven Companies were enlisted for Hheiuaia 
A detachment m the Juia country, consisting of two Companies 
was laised m 1844 and stationed at Kotia, which has evei since 
been the Head Quaiteis of the Second-in-command of the Coips, 
who is also Assistant to the Political Superintendent, Hilly Tiacts, 
Mewar, and cames on, with the assistance of a Mewar Vakil at- 
tached to him, a'll political duties connected with the three Gmssia 
Chiefs of Panaiwa, Oghna and Juia 

The capital of the estate of Juia is situated 13 miles flora 
Eoitra The estate comprises 22 villages with an approximate 
revenue of TTdaipun rupees 40,000 out of which a sum of Hdaipun 
rupees 600 is paid annually as “ Chatund to the Mewar Daibai 

The piesent Rawat, Sheo Smgh, succeeded m A D 1900 He 
married the daughter of the Rao of Naimvara m Mewai, and lifts 
no son, but there are three sons of his biothei, Paibat Smgh de- 
ceased, the eldest of whom is Takliat Singh aged 22 years 

Owing to Rawat Zorawar Singh’s affans having become deeply 
involved, the management of the estate was foi a time m the hands 
of the Second Assistant to the Resident m Mewar fiom Apnl 1876 
f Agam owing to niis-inanagenient by the present Rao , the estate 
Ivas taken over by tlie Political Superintendent on the 6th May 
1904, mud the Rawat was ordered to reside m Klierwara The 
admimsti ation of the Juia estate was given back by Government 
to Rawat Sheo Smgh on the 5th Jnly 1909, the finances of the 
estate having been lestoied and its affans geneially pnt m older 
In 1922, in consequence of mal-admmistr ation, tbe Rawat was de- 
prived of poweiB and ordeied to reside m Klierwara, tbe Assistant 
Political Superintendent being appointed Supeimtendent of the

On the death in November 1852 of Ranna Paitap Smgh there 
was no duect hen to the Chiefship as Paitap Singh’s only son, 
Zoiawar Smgh, had been muidered in 1847 Paitap .Singh’s 
widow, however, declared that the deceased Ranna had intended 
to adopt Bliawam Smgh, who was descend: 7 fiom a branch of the 
Panaiwa family about ten generations lemoved Another 
claimant, howevei, appeared in Bcdan Smgh, son of Bijey Smgh 1 , 
Thakur of Adiwas, a jagh of Panaiwa, being descended iiora a’ 
branch of the family only tlnee or four generations removed 
Bliawam Smgli’s paity jiut the rival claimant to flight but m 
consequence of Bliawam Smgh allowing a deputation fiom Jdar

Mewai Darbar to bis succession be was summarily deposed by tbe 
Maliarana of Udaipur, wbo then installed Bijey Smgb as Ranna 
In a few months tbe excesses of Bijey Smgb caused tbe Udaipur 
Darbar to depose bim, and to reinstate Bbawam Smgb Bbawam 
Smgb died m November 1881, and left two sons, Aijun Smgb 
and Lai Smgb

return for this Nahru]i treacheiously murdeied bis benefactoi at 
the festival of Dasebra m A D 1585 and possessed himself of bis

the 4th March 1893, the sister of the Mahaiawal of Chhota Udaipur 
m Rewa Kantlia Of these foui Rams the first, second and third 
aie dead By the second, the Chief has two sons, Raj Kumar 
Umaid Singh, bom m 1877, and Rajkumai Sirdar Singh, born m 
1881, and foui daughtei s of whom three are dead The fourth 
was married to the Thakoie Salnb of Wadhwan m Kathiawar, m 
1920 

Rajkumai Umaid Singh has a son, born m 1915, named Bhan- 
war Ragliuiaj , Sirdai Smgli has three sons named Sliatiunjai, bom 
m 1904, Parkam Smgli, born m 1914, and Akshai Smgli, born in 
1920 

The Chief has no uncles oi other near relatives The only 
nearest relatives are of the family of Dhanop, whose names are 
given m the pedigiee table After these, his neaiest relations m 
succession aie the descendants of Bharat Smgh, Daulat Smgh and 
Slijan Smgh The Rajadhnaja is lelated to the Rulei of Udaipur, 
being descended from Maharana Amai Smgh of Mewar, but othei- 
wise has no clan or family lelationship with othei Rulers m Rajpu- 
tana His mothei by adoption is the daughtei of Lachhman Smgh, 
Jagirdai of Parsoli m Mewar, a Chaulian Rajput and his own

Oiily tlnee nobles aie lecogmsed as Leading men by the giant 
of the title of TTmrao One of them is the Thakur of Kkarnor m 
Shahpuia and the other two are the Jagndars of Birdaul and 
Teh'nal, situated respectively m Kachhola and P hull a parganas 

Theie aie also a number of smaller jagndais Succession to all 
jagir estates is by primogeniture, suitable provision being made 
ioi youngei sons In default of legitimate male issue succession is 
by adoption, subject to the appioval of the Chief, 'but the right to 
succeed by adoption is limited to cousins distant by not more than 
four generations fiom the adopter Pei sons, who aie of unsound 
mmd 01 who have committed any aet by which then claim is for- 
feited, are excluded fiom the succession These lules apply also to 
the Chief ship Cousins to the thud geneiation aie looked on as 
biotkeis to the Chief after which they sink to the lank of 
Jagndars 

The service to be rendeied by Jagndars has after much dispute 
been settled by Sanads granted m 1889, accoidmg to which the 
Jagirdais are now requued to furnish a ceitam numbei of hoi semen 
foi two months m each yeai m the Shahpura Chiefship and to do 
such service as can pioperly be demanded of them They are bound 
alsd to attend on the Chief with then followers at the Dasehia, 
Holi and other festivals, and to accompany him and serve him ao 
duected m accordance with ancient usage on all customary occa- 
sions both m and out of Shahpuia All periods of occasional ser- 
vice beyond tbe limits of the Chiefship exceeding twenty dayB are 
reckoned a?) equivalent to tbe period of two months’ fixed annnal 
service above-mentioned, bnt if such period of service out of Shah- 
pura unavoidably exceeds two months in any one yeai, no fuitbei 
deductions are to be made m subsequent years Tbe amount of 
tubute payable to tbe Chief is fixed m tbe case of older jagirs by 
an assessment made m 1848 A D. and m that of the newer ones 
by Sanads They aie also liable to Neota and Barar, when neces- 
sary 

There are five heieditaiy office-beaieis of note all of whom 
hold revenue-free villages for perfoiming religious duties on the 
Chief’s accession and at marriages and funeials and for instructing 
the Chief and his sons m subjects of a scientific nature Their 
oncestois came to the Chiefship m the time of Rajas Bharat Singh 
(1685), Timed Singh (1T29) and Bhim Singh (1774) There are 
also four hereditary officials whose ancestors came to tbe Cbiefslup 
in the time of Rajas Sujan Singh and Bhaiat Singh and leceived/ 
laud m jagir , on condition of continuing to pel form service to th^ 
Chiefship, failing which the giants are said to be liable to resump- 
tion Of these all four receive monthly salaiies, and two hoid 
lands and receive in addition fixed dues for special occasions and 
duties Their duties are to keep the accounts and lecoids of the 
Chiefship, to piepaie Khantas and Sanads and to act, when re- 



quned, as Motamids and Vakils Theie aie some Chaians also, 
who have been granted villages m muafi They aie bound to be 
present at Shahpuia at tbe Holi, Dasebia and otter festivals, -where 
as poets they compose and sing verses m honour of the heroic 
achievements of the past Rajas

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CHAPTER IV. 

CHAUHAN STATES 

(Bnndi-Kotah-Sirohi ) 

The Cbauhan clan, winch, is lepiesented m Rajputana by the 
Haras of Bunch and Kotali and the Deoras of Sirohi, is one of 
the foui Agmkvlas 01 file tubes, who aie supposed to have been 
brought into existence by a special act of creation of conrpaiatively 
lecent mythological date The fiist of the clan was cieated by 
Vishnu at the Aqm-Kund (01 file pit) at Gao Mukh on Abu and 
was called Chauhan because, like the god himself, he had foui 
aims 

The Chauhans aie said to have come to Rajputana fiom 
Alnchhatiapui in Rohilkhand about the middle of the eighth 
centuiy and then first capital was Sambhai Some two hundred 
yeais later, Wakpati Raj was Rai of Sambhar and he had two 
sons, Singh Raj and Lakshman Raj (or Lakhan) Among Singh 
Raj’s descendants weie ( i ) Aja or Ajai Rai, who founded the city 
of Ajmei at the end of the eleventh or the beginning of the 
twelfth century and transfened thither the seat of government, (n) 
Ana 01 Arno Raj who constructed the fine Anasagar Embankment, 
on which the emperor Shah Jahan subsequently created a magni- 
ficent lange of maible pavilions, (m) Visaldeo or Yigraha Raj who 
conqueied Delhi from the Tonwar Rajputs, and (iv) Rrithwi Raj' 
who was the last Hindu King of Delhi and who, having been 
defeated m battle by Shahab-ud-dm Mohammad Ghori, was taken 
pnsonei and murdeied m cold blood m 1193 Wakpati Raj’s other 
son mentioned above, viz , Lakshman Raj or Lakhan, may be con- 
sidered the founder of the Hara and Deora sects of the Chauhan 
clan Leaving the parental roof at Sambhar to caive out a princi- 
pality for himself, he journeyed south-west and settled at Nadol 
(now m •Todhpui teiritory), taking that town and the adjacent 
countiy fiom the Bramaras towards the end of the tenth centuiy 
One of his successors was Asiaj, fiom whose younger son (Manik 
Raj) the Bundi and Kotah houses tiace then descent The fouith 
lulei aftei Asiaj was Kiitti Pal oi Kegtu who was duven out of 
Nadol by Kutb-ud-dm, but he and his clansmen soon established 
themselves further to the south-west at Bhmma'l and Sanchor (now 
m Jodhpui terntoiy) and subsequently took the fort of JaloT (also 
now m Jodhpur) fiom the Paramaia Rajputs -These events 
occuired at the end of the twelfth century Kiitti Pal’s gi andson 
was TJdai Singh, andjhe lattei’s younger son or (according to some 
authonties) biothei, Man Singh, was the founder of the Sirohi 
house The Deoia sect of the Chauhans, of which the Maharao of 
Sirohi is the head, takes its name fiom Man Singh’s son, Deoia], 
who lived duung the lattei half ofi*tlie thirteenth centuiy 
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Tlie Haia biancli of tlie Chaulians lias been settled for many 
centunes m the liact now occupied by Bundi and Kotali, to winch 
it has given the name of Haiaoti The following account of its 
eailiei liistoiy is given m a Gazetteer of Rajputana — 

All tbat can be distinctly collected fiom tbe lecords is that 
tbe Haias went tbiougb tbe oidmaiy couise of incessant fighting 
wutli uval clans foi lands and dominions, tbat tbey diove out or 
extnpated tbe non-Rajput tubes whom tliey found m possession 
*(a massacie of tbe Minas in tbe fouiteentb centuiy is paiticularly 
mentioned, wbicb cleaied tbe country lound Bundi itself), tbat 
tbey built strong palaces and gradually acquued piedommance in 
tbe eastern distucts, wbicb tbey still bold Tbe chiefs appeal to 
have admitted tbe supiemacy of tbe Sisodia Chiefs at Clntor, 
wdienever tbe lattei weie stiong enough to enfoice it, and to have 
enlaiged then boideis at tbe expense 01 m debance of tbe Sisodia 
Chief at Cbitoi wdienevei be was weakened by foieign invasions. 
Ala-ud-dm’s sack of Clntoi gave them an oppoitumtj of this soit, 
tbe Haia country being piotected by a lange of bills and wilds 
fiom easy invasion out of tbe Mewai plains Thcie aic numerous 
accounts of feuds and battles between Bundi and Cbitor, two 
capitals distant about 60 miles, but tbe most dangeious enemy of 
tbe Haias m tbe fifteenth centuiy was tbe poweiful Mohammadnn 
dynasty of Malwa We maj conclude 

genei ally tbat tbe Eastern Chiefs of Mover and Bundi were bard 
piessed by tbe Muhammadans fiom tbe open south west countiy, 
until Rana Sanga lestoied tbe powei of tbe Rajputs and letook 
fiom tbe Muhammadans then most linpoitant ioiti esses m this 
quarter, but this buef penod of bulliant levival ended with tbe 
gieat defeat of tbe Rana at Eatehpui Siku, and Bahadur Shah of 
Gujrat soon afteiwaids took Cbitoi, when Rao Aijun of Bundi with 
bis Haras was slam m tbe stoim Sbei Shall,' tbe Afghan, also 
maicbed down into this country and again took Cbitor though, 
aftei bis death, tbe Haias got possession of tbe gieat foit of Ran- 
tambbor on their eastern boidei, which bad long been an Impel lal 
outpost This tbey held as feudatones of tbe Sisodia Chief, but, 
when Akbal undeitook tbe pacification of Rajputana, be induced 
Rao Suijan, tbe Haia Chief, to tiansfei bis allegiance to tbe 
Emperoi of Delhi, and tbe foitiess yielded aftei a short siege 
Rao Suijan Singh and bis sons enteied tbe seivice of Akbai, leceiv- 
mg lank and pay Fiom this time foiward ceased tbe supiemacy 
of tbe Sisodias, and began tbe connection of tbe Haras of Bundi 
with tbe Mughal Empeiois Seveial of their chiefs took service 
with tbe Emperors, obtained high rank at tbe Delhi Court and 
received large giants of lands which w r eie alternately resumed and 
restored as the Chief lost oi gained favoui, oi took tbe wiong or 
right side m tbe dynastic stiuggles foi tbe tin one of Delhi Tbe 
biaveiy of tbe Haia Chiefs m the field is constantly lecorded, tlioy 
accompanied tbe Empeioi upon distant expeditions and took leading 
paits m tbe political i evolutions of tbe tune One of them fell 
fighting foi Dai a m tbe decisive battle neai Agia (165S A D ) 
and of couise bis family became tbe object of Auiangzeb’s levenge, 
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who, , howevei , pardoned tlie Haras after a vain attempt to ruin 
them Another Chief had bettei luck m the battle for Auiangzeb’s 
vacantihrone, 'foi he took the winning side of Bahadur Shah, while* 
hist kinsman of Eotah was killed on the" losing side, whereby the 
Bundi family secured predominance for the time, SoOh after; 
however, a furious feud bioke out between the Bundi Chief and the 
poweiful Jai Singh 'of Ambei (now J Jaipur); when the Bundi Chief 
was duven out of his land and died m exile, while the Kotah and 
Ambei Chiefs annexed laige poitions of his temtoiy The succes- 
soi appealed, to Malhar ftao Holkai, who forced the Ambei B'aja 
to disgorge and replaced the Bundi Chief, keeping Patan as. pay- 
ment foi his seivices After this time the most important incident 
chionicled'is the death of Bana TJisi of "Udaipur-, who was killed 
b$ r the Bao of Bundi dui mg a hunting party, whence arose a feud 
between the two great houses which is not yet foi gotten Prom 
the time .of the' appearance of the Mahrattas m these parts, the 
Bajput States weie constantly exposed to plundenng excursions and 
heavy conti lbutions with occasional loss, of terntoiy, -and Bundi was 
among the -greatest suffeieis. > In 1804, the Chief of Bundi assisted 
Colonel Monson’s expedition against' Holkar through his countiy r 
and gave fuendly aid when Monson was foiced to retreat Prom 
that time up to 1817, the Mahrattas and Pmdans' constantly 
ravaged the State, exacting tribute and. assuming supiemacy 
The temtory of Bundi was so situated as to be of gieat impoitance 
lit 1817 in cutting' off the 'flight of tile Pindans The Maliarao, 
Bishan Singh, >early accepted the British alliance, and a treaty, 
was concluded with "him on the 10th Febiuary 1818 'Although 
his forces were inconsiderable, he co-operated heartily with the" 
British (government r It r was this- connection with the British 
Crdvemment that laised Bundi from the lamentable condition to 
which it’ was i educed by the Mahrattas..”’

Jodhpur, the thud is a sister of the present Baja of Jhabua (C I ), 
the fourth a daughter of Muharaj EiShore Singh of Jodhpur, -the 
fifth an aunt of the piesent MahUiaja of Bewa (C I ), the si^th and, 
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Seventh aie daughteis of Thakur Himmat Singh Bhati and Thakur 
Jagat Smgh Bhati, Oagirdars of Jodhpur and connections of the 
Jaisalmer family, the eighth is a daughter of the Jagirdar of 
Datonda m Bundi and the ninth is the daughter of the late Thalmr 
of Mohanpnra m the Mahikantha Agency 

The first four of the Rams are Rathois, the fifth, who died m 
December 1905, a Baghel Rajputani, the eighth a member of the 
Solankhia clan and the ninth belongs to the Powar clan 

By his first wife, His Highness had one son, Raghuvendra Smgh, 
who died on the 5th Maich 1899 His two leal brotheis, Rangraj 
Smgh and Ragliuiaj Smgh died m January 1908 and December 
1905 respectively, the latter having left a son named Maharaj 
Ishwan Smgh He is connected with the family of the Bundi 
Jagirdai of Dugan, the Shaikhawat family of dhunjhnu (Jaipur) 
and with the Panhar ruling family of Nagod (C.l ), from which 
the late Mahaiao Raja took two wives, one of them being the 
mother of the piesent Ruler 

His Highness was eieated a KCIE m 1894, K C S I in 
1897, G C I E m 1901, G C Y O in January 1912 and G C S I. 
in June 1919 

His Highness attended the Coronation Darbars at Delhi m 1903 
and 1911 and received the Medals of both occasions He had the 
honoui of entei taming the Queen-Empiess at Bundi m Decembei 

1911 and of attending the Krng-Emperoi at Bombay on the occa- 
sion of Then Irnpeim Majesties’ depaiture fiom India m January 

1912 

In the Gieat Euiopean "War of 1914-18 and later in the 
subsequent Afghan Campaign, His Highness placed his peisonal 
services and the entiie lesouices of the State at the disposal of the 
Imperial Government and contributed to the full capacity of the 
State m money, men and matenal 


NOBLES 

According to the account supplied by the Darbar, the Nobles 
and Jagndars of the Bundi State are not hereditary They are m 
leceipt of cash allowances and have been granted jagirs m respect 
of service performed by them The grant of jagns to persons 
deseivmg ot the same or the resumption of them m consequence 
of any fault depends entirely on the will and pleasure of the Ruler 

Theie are altogether twenty one nobles, of whom sixteen, being 
Haia Chauhans, sit m Daibai on the light of the Ruler The 
remaining five sit on the left Of these five Rajputs, one is a 
Rathor, three aieBolankhras and one a Shaikhawat (Kachhwaha) 

Succession is by pnmogenituie and is subject to the sanction of 
the Daibar Adoption is not peimitted

KOTAH _ 

The Kotak State may be said to have come into existence about 
the yeai 1625 A D , when Madho Singh, the second son of Rao 
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Rattan Singh of Bnndi, was granted by the Empeior Jeliangir, for 
good services rendered m the campaign nhich forced the Impenal 
Prince, aftei wards the Empeior Shah J ah an, to flee fiorn Burhan- 
pui, the independence of the countiy lonnd and about the piesent 
city of Kotah which he had conqueied Of Rao Madho Singh’s 
six successors, 3 were killed while fighting foi the Delhi Empeiors 
and a fouith penshed fighting for Pnnce Aznn against Pnnce 
Muazam m the wai of the succession Umed Singh I succeeded 
to the Gaddi m 1771 A D and co-operated with Colonel Monson 
against Holkar, aiding him with supplies and men Through the 
mstiumentality of lus able Minister, Ra] Rana Zalnn Singh, (see 
Chaptei YII) he was the first Rajput Ruler to conclude a tieaty 
with the British Government This took place m 1817 , A D Re 
died m Novembei 1819, and was succeeded by Kishor Singh II, 
as a titular Ruler, the administration being vested by a supplemen- 
tary aiticle to the treaty of 1817 in. Zalim Singh and Ins heirs 
On Kishor Singh II’s death m 1828 A D his nephew, Ram Singh, 
came to the Gacldt, but the admimstiation remained vested in 
Madho Singh, son of Zalim Singh Disputes aiose soon after 
between the nominal and actual Ruleis m 1834 A D and on the 
18th April 1838, with the consent of the Kotah Ruler, seven- 
teen parganas, yielding a levenue of twelve lakhs of rupees, were 
made over to Madan Singh and his hens as a separate piovision 
foi the descendants of Zalim Singh It was thus that 
the Jhalawai State was formed A portion of these tiacts was, 
however, tiansfeired back to Kotah m 1899 In 1857 the Kotah 
tioops and the Kotah Contingent mutinied, murdeimg Captain 
Bui ton, the Political Agent and his two sons The Maliaiao was 
believed to have made no attempt to oflei assistance to the Political 
Agent, and as a mark of displeasuie of the British Government his 
salute was reduced fiom seventeen to thirteen guns Maliaiao 
Ram Singh, who died m 1866, -was succeeded by his son, Bhnn 
Singh, nlio, on his accession, took the name of Cliataisal II In 
recognising his succession, the Butish Government lestored to him 
the full salute of 17 guns This Ruler’s incapacity having led to 
misiule and oppiession, the admimstiation of the State was at his 
itequest taken ovei by the Butish Government m 1874 and subse- 
quently placed m the hands of the Political Agent and a Council 
of Regency Mahaiao Chatarsal II died on the 11th June 1889 
and vas succeeded by his adopted son, the piesent Rulei, who 
assumed the name of Umed Singh

io the Gaddi, by adoption, 'on the 11th June 1889, on the death of 
lale.Mahaiao Chataisal His Highness, whose name befoie his ac- 
cession was Udai Singh, is by buth the second son of Mahaiaj 
Chhagan Singh of Kotia Mahaiao Umed Singh was educated at 
the Mayo College and was vested with full lulmg powers on the 5th 
December 1896 His Highness was mamed on the 21st November 
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1892 to the eldest daughter of His Highness the Maliarana of Udai-- 
pur The Maharam died on the 201h August 1895 after giving bnth 
to a daughtei, who suivived only 10 months His Highness, ojj the 
17th April 1897, marned the daughtei of His Highness the, 
Maharao of Cutch His third mainage with the sister of the/ 
Thakur of Isaida m Jaipur took place on the 22nd June 1908 Aj 
son was born to His Highness by this last mainage on the 14th' 
September 1909 and has been named Bhim Singh His Highness ' 
was gazetted to be an Honorary Majoi m the late 42nd Deoli 
Regiment on the 1st Januaiy 1903 and was appointed Honoraiy 
Lieutenant-Colonel on the 1st January 1915, 

His Highness was created a G C I E on the 28th June 1907 
and a G C S I on the 12th December 1911 The GBB was 
conferred on him as a War Honoui on the 1st January 1918 and a 
peisonal salute of 19 guns on the' 1st January 1921 

On the outbreak of the War with Germany in August 1914. 
His Highness placed all the resouices of his State together with 
his personal sei vices at the disposal of the Government of India. 

The Jagndais of Kotia, Amli, Eheili and Mundli aie the 
nearest lelatives of His Highness They all belong to the Kishoi 
Slhghot family Next m lelationship to the ruling family is the 
Mohan Smghot family, the head of which is Rao Bahadui Apji 
'Amai Smglr of Palaita

In the time of Deo Ra]’s immediate successors, the Chauliatis 
weie engaged m constant stiuggles with the Piamaias or Ponwar* 
(who held the gieatei pait of the country now called Sirohi) and 
eventually vanquished them, captuung first Chandiavati m or about 
1303 and subsequently Abu and Achalgaih The piesent town of 
Sirohi was founded m 1425 by Rao Sams Mai, who extended Ins 
dominions by duving the Solanlas fiom the tiact known as Mai 
Magra m the north Comparatively little is known of the lnstoiy 
of the State till the lattei half of the 18th century, when Snolu 
Buffeied much fiom wars with Jodhpur and the depiedations of the 
wild Mma tribes 

Rao Udai Bhan, the 22nd rulei m descent fiom Ruimal, was 
deposed in 1816 m favoui of his youngei lnothei, Rao Sheo Singh 
The fust relations between Suohi and the Butish Government took 
place' m 1817 when Sheo Singh asked foi piotection m consequence 
of an invasion from Jodhpur, which had foi its object the rein- 
statement of Rao Udai Bhan In 1823, a tieaty vas concluded 
wheieby Rao Sheo Singh accepted the Butish Supiemacy and hound 
himself to govern m accoi dance with the advice of the Butish’ 
Agent He was to pay a tubute not exceeding thiee-eighths of 
his levenue leceivmg m letuin a guaiantee of piotection In 1845, 
the Rao made over ceitam lands at Mount Abu to the Butish Gov- 
ernment for the establishment of a Sanitauum Rao Sheo Smgh 
did good service m the Mutiny of 1857 m consideiation of which 
the tribute of Rs 15,000 (local cuuency) payable by him was 
reduced by one half He died in 1862 and was succeeded by his son,

JADON STATES , 

t ( Jaisalmer — Rarauh ) 

The Jadon clan, of the early history of which veiy little is known!, 

claims descent from the Yadu or 
Jadon Clan. Jadon Kings These monarchs, who 

in eaily days weie very powerful, took their name from Yadu or 
Jadu, the patronymic of the descendants of Budha, the progenitoi of 
the lunai race The capital of the Jadons is said to have been 
Prajag (Allahabad) and subsequently Mathura (Muttia) On the 
death of Shri Krishna, the deified heio of the house, the tribe was 
dispersed. 


JAISALMER, 

'According to the Jaisalmei annals, many of them, with two of 
Shri Krishna’s sons, abandoning Hindustan, settled beyond the 
Indus One of then descendants, Gu], is said to have built a foit 
called Gajm (identified by Tod as the Ghazni of Afghanistan, but 
believed by Cunningham to be m the vicinity of Rawalpindi), but 
being defeated and killed m a battle with the king of Khorasan, his 
followers were duven south waid into the Punjab, wheie Salivahan 
founded a town and named it after himself, Salivahanpur or Salpuia 
(generally identified with Sialkot) Salivahan’s grandson, 
Bliati, was also a gieat and successful wairior, whose name was 
adopted by his clansmen as a tribal designation Shortly after 
this, the tribe was again driven southward by the king of Ghazni 
and ciossmg the Sutlej, took refuge m the Indian desOit, which 
henceforth became its home Here they came into contact with 
vanous Rajput clans, such as the Butas and Chunnas (both extinct), 
the Baiahas (now Musalmans), the Langahas and the Sodhas and 
Lodras (both branches of the Ponwais 01 Paiamaias) Their first 
capital was Tanot, still m Jaisalmei teintory, which was 
founded about the middle of the eighth centuiy, but being 
ousted from this, Deoiaj, the first Ruler to assume the title 
of Rawal, built Desgaih 01 Deorawar m 853 (now called Derawar 
m Bahawalpui territory) and established himself there Shoitly 
afteiwaids, the capital was changed to Lodorva, an immense city 
with twelve gates taken fiom the Lodra Rajputs, the rums of which 
lie ten miles west by noith of Jaisalmer town Lodorva was, how- 
evei, ill adapted for defence, so Jaisal sought foi a stronger place 
and founded the foit and city of Jaisalmer m 1156 He was suc- 
ceeded by several warlike Rulers, who weie constantly engaged in 
battles and laids, and whose taste foi fiee-bootmg proved most 
disastious, foi on two occasions viz , m 1295 and shortly afteiwaids, 

. the Bhatis so eniaged the empeior Ala-ud-dm that an Impel lal 
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army was despatched against them, and conquered and sacked the 
fort and city of Jaisalmer, so that for some time it remained com- 
pletely deseited In the sixteenth century, the Bhatis formed an 
alliance with the Amirs of Sind against the Rathois Rawal Sakai 
Singh, the twenty -sixth Ruler m succession to Jaisal, was the first 
’to acknowledge the supremacy of the Delhi Empire, and to hold his 
dominions as a fief of it The Rulers of Jaisalmer had now aruved 
at the height of then power Their territory extended noithward 
to the Sutle], thus including the whole of Bahawalpur and west- 
ward to the Indus, while to the east and south it comprised many 
distucts, which were subsequently annexed by the Rathors and m- 
coiporated m Marwar and Bikaner From this time till the acces- 
sion of Rawal Mulra] m 1762, the fortunes of the State lapidly 
declined and most of the outlying districts were wrested from it 
The first Ruler of Jaisalmei to enter into treaty lelations with the 
Butish Government was Maharawal Mulra] , who m 1818 conclud- 
ed a tieaty whereby the integrity of the State was guaianteed to the 
Rulei Duung the lifetime of Mulra], who died m 1820, the 
State was virtually governed by his minister, Mehta Salnn Singh, 
who was guilty of terrible atrocities He put to death ''neaily all 
the lelations of the Ruler The town of Jaisalmer was depopulat- 
ed by his cruelty, the tiade of the country was mtenupted, and 
those lelatives of the Mahaiawal who escaped death, fled from the 
country Mull a] was succeeded by his grandson Ga] Singh, m 
whose time, aftei the conquest of Sind, the forts of Shaligark, 
Ghaisia and Ghotaru, which had been wrested fiom Jaisalmer, were 
restored to it The successors of Maharawal Ga] Singh, were Maka- 
lawals Ran]it Singh, Bam Sal and Saliwahan, the late Rulei, who 
died on 11th April 1914 The following is the genealogical table

KACHHWAHA STATES 

( Jaipur — Alwai ) 


JAIPUR 

Tlie accepted legend tiaces back the lineage of the Kachhwalia 
tube to Kush, tbe second son of Rama, who luled at Ajudhya and 
who is said to have enngiated thence to Rohtas on the Son nvei, 
whence, aftei several geneiations, a second migiation biought Raja 
Hal westwaid across the Jumna to Narwar At Naiwar the family 
established itself, till one Dhola Rao founded the parent city of the 
piesent Jaipui State at Amber mAD 967 After yeais of warfaie, 
Dhola Rao and his Kachliw alias aie said to have absoibed 01 
duven out the petty Mma and Rajput chiefs by whom the neigh- 
bouring teintory was then held, and to have set up a tubal 
sovereignty known as Dliundar The head-quarters of the State 
weie fixed early m the eleventh century at Ambei, but it is prob- 
able that the Chiefship remained of small importance, till in the 
sixteenth centuiy its head attached himself to the side of the 
Mughal Emperois Raja Bhai Mul was presented at couit m the 
first yeai of Akbai’s leign His immediate successor did good 
service undei that Empeior, and Jai Singh, later on, fought m the 
Da khan (Deccan) for Aurangzeb The next Rulei of note was 
Jai Singh II, who received the title of Sawai iiom the Emperoi 
and founded the piesent city of Jaipur m 172S This Ruler, who 
attained great celebrity as a mathematician and astronomei, availed 
himself of the confusion prevailing at Delhi considerably to aug- 
ment his dominions Aftei his death, however, the Chiefship was 
much harassed by the attacks of its enemies and by internal 
Doubles The Jats of Bliaiatpur annexed a poition of its tein- 
tones Another poition became the separate Chiefship of Alwar, 
and later in the century the Mahrattas interfered m the quanels 
which arose between Mewai, Jaipui and Maiwai owing to the 
tieaty by which the two last named houses had bound themselves 
to disregard the claims of primogeniture m favour of any son who 
might be bom from a pnncess of Udaipur In 1818, the Jaipur 
Ruler, Jagat Smgli, entered into relations with the Butish Gov- 
ernment, but the tieaty then made was dissolved by Lord Corn- 
wallis A quanel between Jaipui and Jodhpur for the hand of a 
Mewar Pnncess, which was only brought to a close by the murdei 
of the lady, i educed both States to the verge of lum, and Amir 
Khan took advantage of the pievailmg confusion to liany Jaipur » 
with his Pmdaris Jaipur then sought the piotection of the 
English, which was gi anted by the Tieaty of 1818 by which the 
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Maharaja m consideration of payment of a tubnte was admitted 
to subordinate alliance and was guaianteed against external enemies 
Jagat Smgli died in 1818 and was succeeded by his posthumous son, 
Mahai aj a Jai Singh This mler was followed by his son, Maha- 
laja Ram Singh, who died m 1880 and was succeeded by Maharaja 
Madho Singh On the latter’s death, on the 7th Septembei 1922, 
Mahai aj a Man Singh, the present ruler, succeeded to the Gaddi,

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LEADING MEN 

The leading men of tlie Jaipur State are divided into four 
classes — 

(3) Hereditary Nobles 

(2) Hereditary Office-bearers 

(3) Non-hereditary office-bearers 

(4) Udikis (usually Brahmans or persons belonging to some 

1 sacred class) 

The nobles generally enjoy hereditary grants of land from the 
State m reward foi services rendered, or by right of descent from 
the ruling family Nobles of the Kachhwaha clan descended from 
the ruling house are known as bliai-betas or kinsmen There aie 
two “classes of nobles, viz , Tazimi and Khas-ehauki The members 
of the former class are received m Darbar by the Ruler standing 
when they present their nazars They are privileged to wear gold 
anklets The principal nobles of Jaipur, all of whom will be 
noticed separately, are Kachhwahas and Katliors Tlieie aie also 
many Sardais of less importance belonging to these and to the 
Sisodia, Tunwar, Bhati and other tribes There are several in- 
stances of officials who have been, raised to the rank of hereditaiy 
nobles 

Gradation of rank among the nobles, though much importance 
is attached by themselves to kinship with the ruling house, depends 
less on this qualification than on the position to which the diffei- 
ent families have raised themselves The Rajawats, being the 
neaiest connections of the ruling house, considei themselves the 
premier family of Jaipur Next to them come the so-called twelve 
Hot; is, viz , (I) Nathawats, (2) Chaturbliujots, (3) Kliangarots, 

(4) Balbhadrots, (5) Sultanots, (6) Kalyanots, (7) Puranmallots, 
(8) Pichanots, (9) Kumbhawats, (10) Banbnpotas, (11) Sheobnam- 
potas and (12) Kumbhanis 

The following families •among others are also known as Kotns — 
Shaikhawats, Narukas, Bankawats and Gogawats The origin of 
most of the Kotris and then connection with the ruling family arc 
shown in the genealogical tiee given on page 138 

The hugest oluefships m Jaipur aie those of Sikar and Khetri, 
the possessors of which enjoy the titles of Rao Raja and Raja, 
icspectively, and , exercise limited judicial powers within their 
estates 

The Jagirdais of Eukas and Talchin claim descent from Bar- 
gujar families, which ruled over a portion of the piesent Jaipur 
temtoiy before its conquest by the Kachhwahas 

Dhula, Diggi, TJmara, Chomu and Samod held originally small 
estates vhich have been enlaiged by subsequent grants 

The jagirs of Santlia, Kanota, Naila, Raipur and Eaiansal aie 
modem giants dating fiom the time of Mahaiaja Ram Singh II 
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Succession is generally by primogenituie, the eldest son suc- 
ceeding to the estate and the cadets receiving a suitable annuity, 
for maintenance This rule is, kowevei, not observed m Shai- 
kliawati, where an almost equal division of the ancestral estate 
takes place among the seveial sons The appanages thus cieated 
are sometimes merged again m the parent estate on failuie of issue. 

All nobles either serve the State with horse and foot 01 pay' 
tubute m cash, the foimer being known as Jagndars and the 
lattei as Mamla-guzars The TTdikis render no seivice and pay no 
tribute 

There aie veiy few hei editary office-bearers of importance, 
though some families enjoy giants of land as lewaids for previous 
services There are also some families which have maintained 
themselves for centuries by State service, one or moie membeiS 
always receiving some kind of employment In a few caseSf offices 
of special importance are held by particular families so long as 
any membei of them is found fit to peifoim the required duties 

Ceitam Brahmans and otheis, who have gained prominence m 
the State, hold honours and giants.

The Chief of Lawa belongs to the Kachhwalia clan of Rajputs 
and claims the same descent as the Ruler of Jaipur who is the 
acknowledged head of the clan 

Lawa separated from Jaipui m tbe time of Bar Singh, the 
younger brother of Udaikaran, Maharaja of Amber, the ancient 
capital of Jaipur 

Bar Singh’s grandson, Naruji, whose descendants are called 
“ Naiukas,” had two sons, Lalaji and Dasaji Prom Lalaji are 
descended the Ruleis of Alwar and from Dasaji the Chiefs of Lawa 

Kesri Singh, eighth m descent from Dasaji, was made Jagirdar 
of Ladana by the Ruler of Jaipur He had two sons, Sanwant 
Singh and Nahar Singh Sanwant Singh became head of the 
Ladana Thikana, while Lawa was granted to Nahar Singh by the 
Rulei of Jaipui in Sambat 1779 (A D 1722) 

Lawa became subordinate to the Tonk State when the British 1 
Government conferred the Pargana of Tonk on Nawab Amir Khan 
of Tonk, but the connection was bnally severed by the British 
Government m 1867 m consequence of the murder of the Thakur 
and his relatives at the instigation of the Tonk Darbar 

The Chiefship consists of a single town with lands attached, 
situated 20 miles north-west of Tonk 

Rao Bahadur Raja Mangal Singh, Thakur of Lawa, died on 
the 28th June 1921, leaving no male issue, and was succeeded byj 
Thakur Raghubn Singh _A— sou—rcasH boi’n~to~ him~on the 24th

The relatives of the Thakui, who foim the Chief men of the 
Thikana, aie granted lands m Jagir called “ Havalas These 
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aie eight m numbei, and consist of 10,000 bighas yielding an 
annual lental of Its 10,000 No tubute is levied fiom the Havalas, 
hut whenevei the Thakur leaves Lawa, the holders have to accom- 
pany him by turns 

All matteis affecting the Chiefship, which are of an important 
natuie, aie submitted to a_Gommittee consisting of three-members 
before they aie finally disposed of 

The Chief does not enjoy a salute, but is entitled to be received 
by His Excellency the Viceroy, who, however, does not return the 
visit __ 

The poweis of the Thakur are as follows — In Judicial matters 
he is invested with powers similar to those enjoyed by a Taziini 
Istimraidar m the Ajmer distuct, viz —

The ruleis of Alwai belong to the Lalawat branch of the Naruka 
Rajputs and offshoots from the Kachhwaha Rajputs of whom the 
Maharaja of Jaipur is the head and they claim descent from Bai 
Singh, the elder son of Udai Karan, who succeeded to the ChiefBhip 
of Amber m 1367 TJdai Karan's eldest son, Bar Singh, was 
excluded from the succession m favour of Nahar Singh, the younger 
son, and received a grant of 84 villages m the neighbourhood of 
{Jaipur. Naru, the grandson of Bar Singh, was the founder of the 
Naruka House and left five sons, of whom the eldest, Lala, was 
the ancestoi of the ruling family of Alwar His great grandson, 
Rao Kalyan Singh, settled m what is now Alwar terntoiy and 
received from Jaipur the grant of Macheri and other villages of 
which some were held by his successors till the time of Rao Partap 
8mgh, who developed his little estate of two and a half villages 
into a principality and threw off his allegiance to Jaipur Partap 
Singh having rendered great service to Jaipur by defeating the 
Jats at the battle of Maonda (1766), received permission to build 
& fort at Rajgarh near Machen Shortly afterwards he became 
piactieally independent, established other forts, and ultimately, m 
November 1775, obtained possession of Alwar, which till then had 
been held by the Jats of Bliaiatpui Eiom this time Paitap Singh 
was recognised as their Rulei by the othei Narukas, and towards 
the end of his reign obtained from Delhi the much-coveted fish. 
{mahi-TTtartab) Paitap Singh died in 1791, having adopted as bis 
successor Bakhtawar Singh, who at the commencement of the 
Mahratta war enteied into an offensive and defensive alliance with 
the British Government and rendered useful service to Lord Lake 
at the battle of Laswari A treaty was made m 1803 In 1811, 
m consequence of the discovery of certain negotiations between 
Jaipur and Alwar, the Ruler was obliged to bind himself not to 
enter into political relations with othei States. On Bakhtawar 
Singh’s death m 1815, he was succeeded by Maharao Raja Banni 
Singh, whom he had intended to adopt and who was accepted as 
their Ruler by the Rajputs and the artillery (Golandaz) The 
Succession was claimed on behalf of Bakhtawar Singh’s lllegit? 
mate son, Balwant Singh, and after much dispute it was settlSd" 
that Banni Smgli should have the title and Balwant Singh the 
power Eventually the British Government interfered to secure 
proper maintenance for Balwant Singh, on whose death m 1845, 
his possessions reveited to the State Banni Singh proved his 
loyalty by his attempt duung the mutiny to assist the beleagured 
garrison of Agia He died m 1867 and was succeeded by his only 
Son, Mahaiao Raja Sheodan Singh, then a boy of twelve The 
powers conferred upon the Maharao Raja m 1863, were greatly 
curtailed seven years later owing to the misgovernment of the 
Ruler, and a Political Agent was again appointed to Alwar 
Sheodan Singh died on the 11th October 1874 without leaving any 
legitimate descendant, lineal or N adopted, and was succeeded by 
Mangal Singh, a son of the Thakur of Thana, whose selection was

His Highness, whose mothei was a daughter of the late Maharaja 
Bhairon Singh of Rutlam, is a Lalawat Naruka Rajput of the 
Kaclihwaha clan and is a descendant of the lulmg house of Jaipur. 
The only near relatives of the Maharaj on the paternal side, wdio 
are connected with the- family of Thana, fiom which the late Ruler 
was adopted, are his two cousins — (1) Tliakur Ram Singh of Thana, 
the son of his late uncle Tliakur Sultan Singh and (2) Thakur 
Ganga Singh of Srichandpura ^ 

His Highness’ house has been connected by mamage with the 
Sisodia family of Shahpura, the Jhala family of Jhalawai, the 
Rathor families of Bikauei and Kishengaih and the Jareja families 
of Jamnagar, Kheisara and Rajpura m Kathiawar 

His Highness was mamed on the 8th December 1897 to the 
daughter of His Late Highness Mahaiaja Saidul Singh of Kislien- 
garh Hei Highness died on the 20th May 1921 On the 17th 
Apnl 1914, His Highness married the daughtei of the Jareja 
family of Khersara m Kathiawar Hei Highness died on the 24th 
March 1919 His Highness was mamed a third time on 7th 
December 1919 to the daughter of the Jareja family of Rajpuia m 
Kathiawar 

The State has, on seveial occasions, placed its foices at the dis- 
posal of the British Government On the outbreak of War with 
Germany m August 1914, the Daibai placed a'll their resources at 
the disposal of Government, and the Alwar Imperial Service Infan- 
try and one squadron of the Alwar Lancers proceeded on active 
service Also, on hostilities bieakmg out with Afghanistan m 
May 1919, the Daibai placed the resouices of the State at the 
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disposal of Government and tlie Alwai Imperial Service Regiments 
proceeded to tlie frontier

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CHAPTER VII. 

JHALA STATE. 

JHALAWAR 

The territory comp used m the Jhalawar State was formerly 
a part of the territory of the mlei of Kotah The ruling family 
belongs to the Jhala clan, of the early history of which little is 
known, but which has long been settled m Kathiawar The Jhala 
clan claims descent from the Solar race and has always been lecog- 
nised as one of the Rajput tribes The following account of the 
origin of the dynasty of Jhalawar is based oil that given m Lieut- 
enant-Colonel Abbott’s Gazetteer of the State — 

About A I) 1709, one Bhau Singh, a second son of the head of 
the clan, left his country with his son, Madho Smgk, and a small 
Company in older to try his fortune at Delhi At Kotah, Bhau 
Singh left his son with Maharao Bhim Singh, who then luled the 
Kotah State and went on himself to Delhi, where all trace of him 
ends His soil, Madho Smgk, won foi himself the good graces of 
the Kotah Rulei, who mained his eldest son to Madho Singh’s 
sistei, granted him a Jagir of Rs 12,000 and gave him the post 
of Foujdar, a position which implied control of the Army, the 
Forts and the Palaces His connection with the Ruler gained him 
the familiar title of Mama, which continued foi some time m the 
family Madho Smgk was succeeded m the office of Foujdar by 
his son, Madan Smgk Madan Smgk had two sons, Himmat 
Smgk and Pnthwi Smgh, the former of whom is said to have been 
famous foi personal strength and prowess Pnthwi Smgh had 
two sons, Slnva Smgh and Zalini Smgh, the latter of whom, being 
adopted by Ins uncle Himmat Smgh, and surviving his father, 
succeeded to his giandfatker’s position in the Kotah State at the 
age of eighteen Thiee years later -Zalim Smgh was the means 
of seeming victoiy foi the Kotah troops against those of the Raja 
of Amber (Jaipur) Zahm Smgh aftei wards fell into disfavoui 
uith the Mahai ao owung to his uvaliy m the case of a favounte 
uoman whom the Maharao wished to place in his Zenana 

Leaving Kotah, Zalnn Smgh did good seivice at Udaipur 
Returning to Kotah, when Maharao Gumjan Smgh was on Ins 
death-bed, the Ruler sent foi lnm and committed his son, TJmed 
Smgh, and the countiy into his charge 

The extraordinary ability with which Zalim Smgh exercised 
his powers induced Uined Smgh, after his minority ended, to leave 
all authority m the Regent’s hands Raj Rana Zalim Smgh at 
last became, for all serious political affans, the acknowledged ruler 
of the State, and when the British Government guaranteed, by a 
tieaty with the Rulei, the mtegiity of Kotah m 1817, a supple- 
mental ai tide was added in 1818 which guaianteed to Zalim 
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Sing-11 and Lis Lens tLe autLonties and privileges Le tLen possessfed 
TLis anangement soon produced trouble — first upon tLe death, oi 
Umed Singh, Lis successor naturally desiimg to recover authority, 
and again on tLe deatL of Zalnn SmgL m 1824 After much dis- 
cussion and some aimed contest, tLe Lei editary Ruler of KotaL 
and tLe Leir of Zalim SmgL were induced by tLe BntisL Govern- 
ment to agree to tLe compiomise by wLicL certain districts of tLe 
KotaL State were separated and ceded to tLe Leirs of Zalim SmgL, 
whereby the new State of Jhalawar was constituted under the 
Lei editary rule of that family 

TLe name of Jhalawai was selected for Lis new State by the 
fiist Ruler TLe anangements were mtified by two treaties m 
1838, from which year the State dates its cieation By the tieaties, 
the new Ruler acknowledged Bntish Supiemacy, agreed to supply 
tioops according to Lis means and pay an annual tribute of 
Rs 80,000 He received the title of Haharaj Rana, was granted 
a salute of 15 guns and placed on the same footing as othei Pnnces 
of Rajputana When these affairs Lad been settled, Maharaj 
Rana Madan SmgL, giandson of the gieat KotaL Admmistratoi, 
Zalim SmgL, left KotaL attended by a following of 10,000 persons 
inclusive of Jagirdais and officials, for the Dhanwaia CLLaom, 
a peimanent camp situated between the city of Jhaliapatan and

Madan SmgL died m 1845 and was succeeded by Lis son, 
Pnthwi SmgL, at the eaily age of 15, a Regency Council composed 
of the old officials of the State being appointed to conduct affaiis 
In 1857-58, this Punce rendered good service to Government by 
affoidmg piotection to Bntish Officeis and since m levenge, the 
mutmeeis fiom Heemucli caused damage to the State Govern- 
ment l emitted the tribute due for that year 

Maharaj Rana Pnthwi SmgL was of a good-natuied and happy 
disposition which made him veiv populai with Lis subjects , but 
Lis easy-going disposition was taken advantage of by the seveial 
Kamdars (Ministers) who m turn Lad the contiol of the State 
puise and as a result the State became heavily involved m debt 

In 1873, Maharaj Rana Prithwi SmgL, adopted a boy by name 
Bakht SmgL fiom a Jhala family, resident m Wadhwan of 
Kathiawai, lelated to him m the ninth degiee In August 1875 
Maharaj Rana Pnthwi SmgL died, and on the 1st June 187G, 
Kanwar Bakht SmgL was acknowledged as his successoi On the 
24th June the youthful Bakht SmgL, who was m Lis eleventh year, 
was foimally installed and Le tbeu took the name of Zalim Singh, 
in accoi dance with the former family custom, which enjoined that 
only the foui names of Zalim Smgh, Madho Singh, Madan Singh 
and Prithw'i SmgL should be assumed by the ruleis of the House 

In July 1894, Mahaiaj Rana Zalim Singh was gi anted full 
poweis of admmistiation but owing to Lis mismanagement of the 
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State, lie was deposed on tlie 2nd Maich 1896 Theieafter lie 
lived at Benares until liis death m 1912 Consequent on his depo- 
sition, the terntories, which weie made over by Kotah m 1838 to 
form the pnncipality of Jhalawar, were restoied to Kotah, while 
the remaining districts weie utilised to form a new State to piovide 
for the family to which the first Raj Rana Zalim Smgh belonged 
Kanwai Bhawani Smgh, son of Thakui Chhatrasal Smgh of Fateh- 
pur of this family, was on the 10th November 1897, nominated as 
its Ruler 

The new State of Jhalawar came into existence on the 1st J anu- 
ary 1899 The State consists of the Chaumehla and the Patan 
Tehsils and the southern portion of the Tehsil of Suket On the 
6th Febiuaiy 1899, His Highness Raj Rana Bhawani Smgh 
Bahadui was installed on the Gaddi by the Agent to the 
Governor General m Rajputana and was invested with full powers 
of administration His Highness was made a K C S I m June 
1908 and the hereditary title of Maharaj Rana was conferred on 
him on the 1st Januaiy 1918 m recognition of his War services 
In January 1921, the permanent salute of the State was laised 
from 11 to 13 guns

Chief Revenue and Opium Officer of the State He has got four 
sons. 
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CHAPTER VIII 
JAT STATES 

{Bharatpur — Dholpur ) 

As mentioned m tlie introductory chapter, Bharatpur is govern- 
ed by the descendants of the landholders, who raised themselves to 
the rank and power of territorial Rulers dui mg the confusion of 
the eighteenth century, while Dholpur is the territory remaining 
with a family that had gained distinction earlier, though it first 
acquired political independence m the same century and under simi- 
lar circumstances 

BHARATPUR. 

The founder of the present ruling house of Bharatpui was a Jat 
landholder, by name Churaman, who built two petty forts m the 
villages of Thun and Smsini, a little south of Dig, from which he 
organised marauding expeditions and even ventured to harass the 
rear of the Imperial Army on the occasion of Aurangzeb’s expedition 
into the Dakhan Churaman was overcome by the Ruler of Amber, 
Jey Singh, expelled from his territories, and succeeded by his 
younger brother, Thakur Badan Singh, whose eldest son, Sura] Mai, 
subsequently assumed the title of Raja, and established himself at 
Bharatpur where he built a large fort. Suraj Mai took a large part 
in the numerous struggles of the first half of the eighteenth century 
between the Mughals, the Mahrattas, the Rohillas and Duranis, 
and extended his borders until they included Agra He was killed 
m 1763 by the Mughals while attempting to force a claim which he 
had put forward to the faujdari (military governorship) of Farukh- 
nagar His successor, Jawahir Singh, was defeated m a quarrel^ 
with the Raja of Jaipur, and was murdered at Agra m 1768. On ' 
his death his next brother, Ratan Singh, occupied the gaddi, but was 
also murdered aftei a very short reign Dui mg the time of Nawal/v 
Smgh and Ran] it Smgh, the third and fourth sons of Suraj Mal,\/y 
Najaf Khan stripped the Jats of all their possessions except the i 
fort of Bharatpur and territory yielding an annual income of nine fj 
lakhs of rupees, which, at the intercession of Suraj Mai’s widow, he'/ 
allowed Ranjit Smgh to keep On the death of Najaf Khan m 
1782, Smdia seized all Ranjit Smgh’s territories including Bharat- 
pur, but again the widow interceded m her son’s behalf, and Smdia 
restored eleven districts yielding ten lakhs of rupees, to which three 
more yielding foui lakhs were subsequently added foi services ren- 
dered to General Perron 

These fourteen parganas now constitute the State of Bharatpur 
Subsequently Ranjit Smgh entered into an alliance with Smdia 
against Jaipur, and theieby obtained the cession of Dig, which had 
been held by the Emperoi since its captuie by Najaf Khan, and 
eleven parganas yielding a levenue of ten lakhs of rupees 

On the termination of the Mahratta Wai m 1803, the British 
Government concluded a tieaty with Ranjit Smgh, who, with 5,00.0 
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hoise, had joined General Lake at Agra and theieby qontributed b 
Smdia’b deteat In letum foi tins service, lie received a grant o 
the distucts ot Kishangaih, Katawa, Riwan, Gokal and Sakar 
Immediately afterwaids, however, while m alliance by tieaty witl 
the British Government, he entered into seciet coirespondence witl 
Jaswant Rao Holkar, who was then at wai with the Butish Gov 
eminent, and offered him every kind of encouragement and support 
At the battle of Dig m November 1804, the Bhaiatpur Troops, whicl 
the Raja declared to have been assembled for co-operation with tin 
British, weie actually engaged against them, and the fort openiM 
a damaging fire upon the British Army After the battle, Holka: 
took refuge m this stionghold, and all the lesouiees of the Stab 
were openly employed on his side A siege thereupon took place 
Ranjit Singh, after a memorable defence, m the course of whirl; 
he repelled foui assaults with a loss to the besiegeis of 3,000 men, 
finally made oveitures for peace These weie accepted on the 4th 
May 1805, and a new treaty was concluded, by which he agreed tc 
pay an indemnity of twenty lakhs of rupees, seven of which were 
subsequently remitted, and was guaranteed m possession of the tnni- 
tories which he had held previously to the accession of the Butish 
Government. The parganas granted to him m 1803 were lesumed 
Maharaja Ranjit Smgh died in 1805, leaving four sons Randhir, 
Baldeo, Hardeo and Lachman The eldest Randhir, who succeed- 
ed him, died m 1823, \and was followed by his biothei, Baldeo, who 
•died after about eighteen months His son, Balwant, then six yea is 
of age, was recognised by the Government, but was opposed and 
imprisoned by his cousin Durjan Sal A force, which staited fiom 
Delhi m support of the rightful heir, was lecalled by the ordei of 
the Government, who did not considei that its recognition of him 
involved any obligation to suppoit him by arms Eventually, 
however, when the disputed succession threatened a protracted ^ar, 
it was determined to depose the usurper and reinstate Baluant 
Smgh After a siege that extended over nearly six weeks, Bhat.it- 
pur was stormed by Lord Combermeie on the 18tli January 1826, 
and was dismantled Durjan Sal was imprisoned at Allahabad, 
and Balwant Singh was restored to the gaddi under the legem y of / 
his mother and the superintendence of a Political Agent The 
Rani was removed m 1826, and the ministers irerp formed into a 
Council of Regency In 1835, Balwant Smgh was put m charge of 
the administration and ruled till his death m 1853, when he was 
succeeded by his infant son, Maharaja Jaswant Smgh 

During the days of the Mutiny, the Bliaratpui State rendered 
loyal assistance to the British Government, Bhaiatpur tioops attach- 
ing and dispersing the mutineers whenever they appeared m the 
vicinity of the Bliaratpur State The State was administered by 
a Council under the Political Agent till 1872, when the Maharaja 
was invested with full governing powers 

Maharaja Jaswant Smgh died on 12lh December 1893, after a 
irule of forty years, and vas succfeeded by Ins son, Ram Smgh, flora 
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'whom , howevei-, cuing to tiis intemperate habits governing powers 
weie taken m 1896 

In June 1900, Ram Smgli shot his seivant dead and was deposed 
fiom the gaddi, his infant son, Kishan Singh, being proclaimed 
Mahaiaja m August 1900 Until 1918, when the piesent Mahaiaja 
was invested with adnunistiative'poweis, the State was administer- 
ed, as in Jaswant Singh’s infancy, by a Council undei the general 
supei vision of the Political Agent, Eastern Rajputana States

the minOiity of the Maharaja, the State was managed by the Politi- 
cal Agent and a Council of Regency His Highness is a Hindu Jat 
ot the Smsmwai family and is the son of the late Mahaiam Maji 
Sahiba Giriaj Kuar, C I , the second wife of the ex-Mahaiaja Ram 
Singh 

His Highness was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, where 
he obtained the Diploma m 1916 He went to England m 1914 
and was admitted into Wellington College wheie he studied up to 
September 1914 After leaving the Mayo College he leceived ad- 
mimstiative training m Bhaiatpur, and on the 28th Novembei 1918, 
he was invested with full ruling powers by His Excellency Loid 
Chelmsford, the then Viceroy and Governor-Geneial of India. 

The Maharaja was married on the 3rd March 1913 to the 
younger sister of the late Maharaja of Eaudkot m the Punjab He 
has seven ehilchen of whom four are sons The eldest son, Maharaj 
Kumar Bujendra Singh, was born on the 30th November 1918 and 
is the hen -apparent 

His Highness is related by kinship to the Maharajas of Nabha 
and Tmd and is connected by marriage with the Mahaiajas of 
Patiala and Earidkot. 


The Ruleis of Bharatpur have a permanent salute, of 17 guns 
and the Mahaiaja enjoys a peimanent local salute of 19 guns He 
was appointed an Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel m the British Army 
on the 24th October 1921 

When the War broke out m 1914, His Highness at once placed 
all the resources of his State at the disposal of the Government of 
India and offered his personal services at the front though this offer 
on account of lus age could not be accepted The Bhaiatpur Im- 
perial Service Infantiy and Transpoit Coips rendered most valu- 
able assistance m many theaties of the War and, m addition to 
supplying these Units, the State contributed unstmtmgly m men, 
money and material towards the piosecution of the War 

The following genealogical table shows the descent of the ruling

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RELATIVES 

(1) The nearest lelative of the Maharaja is his uncle RAO RAJA 
RAGHUNATH SINGH He was born on the 7th januaiy 1887, 
and is the second son of His late Highness Maharaja J aswant Singh 
Bahadui He was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, and was a 
Cadet in the Imperial Cadet Corps. During the minority of the 
present Ruler he was a member of the State Council 

(2) EAO RAJA GIRDHARI SARAN SINGH is the grandson 
of the late Rao Raja Ajit Singh He is receiving education at the 
Mayo College, Ajmer 

The Thakurs of the so-called Solah (sixteen) Kotns ale also 
among the Maharaja’s lelatives They hold some 27 villages, 
yielding an aggregate income of Rs 40,000 per annum It is a 
tradition in the ruling family of the State that m case of failure of 
direct heirs the adoption to the gaddi must be made from among 
these Thakuis This pnvilege constitutes their sole title to distinc- 
tion 

LEADING MEN 


The leading nlen of the State fall into two categories, viz (1) 
hereditary Sirdars or office-bearers and (2) State officials The 
number of the former is not large and the following are among the 
most important of this group — 


(1) RAJA BRIJENDRA SINGH OE WEIR is a descendant 
of Raja Piatap Smgh, son of Thakur Badam Singh, and younger 
biothei of Maharaja Suraj Mai, the founder of Bharatpur 
Brijendia Smgh was educated at the Mayo College He enjoys a 
cash allowance from the Slate m lieu of Jagir 

(2) RAU BAHADUR DHAU BAKHSHI RAGHUBIR SINGH 
is a Gujar and the most important and notable representative of the 
old Bakhshi family, members of which have for several generations 
been holding high and responsible offices m the State His uncle, 
Dhau Gulab Smgh, had charge of the late Maharaja Jaswant Smgh, 
when an infant, and was an important Member of the Administra- 
tion under the then Political Agents Gulab Smgh had three 
brothers, Bakhshi Ganga Ram, Sanwal Smgh and Govmd Smgh 
Bakhshi Ganga Ram left several sons and Dhau Raghubu Smgh is 
the eldest He is a Member of the State Council and foster-father 
(as the title Dhau implies) of the present Maharaja The family 
holds a jagir of the annual value of Rs 20,000 

Dhau Raghubir Smgh accompanied the Maharaja on his two 
visits to Europe The Government of India, confened on him the 
title of Rao Bahadur on the 12th December 1911

SINGH is the son of the late Bakhshi Nirbhai Singh, a brother of 
Eao Bahadur Dhau Bakhshi Karimbn Smgh He was educated 
at tlie Mayo College Ajmer He is the senior Member of His 
Highness personal staff and Military Member of the State Council 
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He is also an command of tlic Gliuieliai-a Divisional tioops He was 
appointed Dliau (fostei-fatkei) to Muliaiaj Knmai Sn Bnjendia 
Singh in May 1919 

(4) MAJOR RUN WAR GHAMANDI SINGH is a Jat and 
comes fiom the village of Jaglnna He is a distant uncle of His 
Highness the Maliaraja, being nephew of the Dadiji Sahiba Daiyao 
Kuai, widow of His Highness the late Mahaiaja Jaswant Singh 
He was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmei He is Private 
Secretaiy to His Highness the Maharaja* Officei, Kotin Khas, and 
Commandant of the Ram Risala

(9V BABE JEGAL BEHABI, M A , a Kayastha of Delhi, was 
for some time Professor at the Mayo College, Ajmer, and the Daly 
College, Indore He joined the Bharatpur State seivice m Uly, 
and is Director of Public Instruction. 

(10) CAPTAIN BALBIR SINGH is the son of Sardar Bahadur , 
Narayan Singh and is a Captain m the Impel ial Service Infantry

DHOLPEB 

The family of the Buling Prince of Dholpur belongs to the 
Deswnli tribe of Jats and traces its pedigree to Jet Smgh, who is 
said to have acquired lands to the South of Alwai m the eleventh 
century From Bamioli, the adopted home of one of its descen- 
dants, the family takes the name of Bamiaulia Driven from 
Bnmroli about tlie year 1367 A D by the Subahdar of Agra, the 
head of the house next migrated to Gwalior, where he took the part 
of the Rajputs m their struggles against the Empeior’s officeis 
Eventually the Bamraulia Jats settled neai Goliad, and m 1505 
A D Surjan Deo received from Baja Man Singh Tunwar of Gwalior 
a grant of the teiritory of Goliad and assumed the title of Bana 
After the ovei throw of the Mahrattas at Pampat, Rana Bhim Smgh, 
in 1701 A D , possessed himself of the foitiess of Gwalior, but lost it 
hx % oars latei .

consequence, however, of the defection of the Maharaj Bana, this 
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stipulation was withdrawn and Smdia re-took Goliad and Gwalior 
In 1803, Ambaji Inglia, Governor of Goliad, seeing the lapid 
success of tlie British arms, threw off his allegiance to Smdia, 
joined the force of the Bntish Government, and agieed to surrender 
the fort of Gwahoi and certain distucts, which the Government 
intended to confer on the Rana of Goliad The distucts ceded by 
Ambaji Inglia, with the exception of the fort and the city of Gwa- 
lior, weie made over to Rana Knat Singh, who had succeeded to the 
gaddi of Gohad m 1804 The possession of Goliad led to disputes 
between the British and Smdia, and m 1805 the Governoi-Geneial 
transferred Gwalioi and Gohad to Smdia, and confened Smdia’s 
parganas of Dholpui, Ban and Rajakheia on Mahaiaj Rana Kirat 
Singh These paiganas now form the Dholpui State They had 
undergone constant changes of masteis, had been seized by Raja 
Suiaj Mai of Bhaiatpui after the battle of Pampat, wrested fioin 
him by Najaf Khan m 1775, taken by Smdia m 1782, occupied by 
the British m 1803, and made over again to Smdia m the same 
year 

Maharaj Rana Knat Singh died m 1836 and w T as followed by hi9 
son Maharaj Rana Bliagwant Smgh, on whose death m 1870 his 
grandson, Maharaj Rana Nihal Smgh, succeeded to the gaddi 

The late Ruling Prince, Mahaiaj Rana Ram Smgh, K C I E , 
who held the honorary rank of Captain m His Majesty’s Army, and 
succeeded his father Maharaj Rana Nihal Smgh on the 20th July 
1901, died suddenly on the 29th March 1911, and was succeeded by 
his brother, His Highness Mahaiaj Rana TJdai Bhan Smgh, the 
piesent Ruler

The following account of the Tonic State is taken from Sir 
"William Iluntei’s Gazetted of India — 

** The rulihg family aie Pathans of the Boner tribe In the 
reign of the Empeioi Mohammad Shah Gliazi, one Tola Khan 
lot t his home in the Bonei country and took service in Rohilkhand 
with All Mohammad Khan, a Itohilla of distinction His sou, 
H.iyat Khan, became possessed of some landed propel ty m Saiai 
T.uin in the distuct of Moiadabad, and to him in 1768 was born 
Amir Khan, the foundei of Tonk Beginning life afe petty merci- 
nnry leadei, Amir Khan lose m 1798 to be the commandei of a 
huge independent aimy in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar and 
was employed in the campaigns against Scmdia, the Peshwa of the 
Malnattas, and in assisting to le\y the contubution exacted fiom 
Pa-jputnna and Malwa In 1806, Holkar gi anted to him the pai- 
gana of Tonk, and he had pieviously received the division of 
Snonj In that -seal Amu Khan transferred himself and his army 
to the Rrj.i of .Taipui, then at wai with the Raja of Jodlipui, and 
aftei Clashing the lajtei changed sides and reduced the formei 
Ha\mg lndisciimmately plundeied both countnes, he, m 1809, 
pioceeded at the head of 40,000 hofsemen (being pined en route oy 
25,000 Pindnus) against the Rap of Nagpui He was, however, 
named ofl by the Butish Government, and letuming to Ra^putaila 
Ins bands plundered the country Eventually in 1817 the Mai- 
quis of Hastings, with the -Mew of putting down the Pmdans and 
i estormg peace to Rujputana and C’ential India, oftered Amir Khan 
' the soAeieigntv of all the tiacts bestowed on him by Holkar, on 
condition of disbanding lus aimy, which consisted of 52 battalions 
of disciplined Infanh\, 150 guns, and a numerous body of Path an 
Ca\aliv Finding lcsistance would be useless, Amu Khan ac- 
quiesced His aitillciy, with the exception of 40 guns, was pui- 
c based, and some of his tioops enlisted in the British service The 
remainder weie libeially dealt with pnoi to disbandment, and the 
R ampui a fort and the division of Aligarh Rampura were presented 
to the Hawaii by the Bniish Government as a fiee gift ” These 
aiiangements weio embodied m a Treaty m 1817 Amu Khan 
died in 1834, and was succeeded by lus son Wazn uddaula, who 
dining the Mutiny of 1857 lepulsed with comparatively few men 
an attack made on the Tonk Foil by the combined foiees numbei- 
mg some 17,000 men of the Haw r ab of Banda and Tantia Topi In 
lccognition of the luaveiy displayed on this occasion, the Hawaii’s 
salute was laised fiom 15 to 17 guns ne received a sanad 
guaiantecing the Tonk succession according to the Mohammadan 
law of succession on the failuie of natuial hens On his death m 
1SG4 , his son, Mohammad All Khan, succeeded to the gaddi Ht 
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was deposed 3 years and 8 months later for his complicity in the 
attack made on the nncle and followers of the Thakur of Lawa, 
one of the chief feudatories of the State He was succeeded by 
his son, the piesent Ruler, and the salut& was reduced to 11 guns , 
the Ex-Nawab being at the same time made to reside at Benares 
and an annual stipend of Its 60,000 assigned foi his support out 
of the revenues of the Tonk State He died at Benaies in 1895 
Duung the reign of the present Ruler, the permanent salute of 
17 guns was restored He enjoys a local salute of 19 guns

He attended the Coronation DarbaiS at Delhi on 1st Januaiy 1903 
and 12th December 1911 He conti acted 6 marriages Thiee 
Begums belong to the Tonk family, the fourth to another Pathan 
family, and the fifth to that of Nawab Kalb All Khan of Rampur

The first luleis of Ajmei of whom anything is known weie the 
Chauhans, by one of whom, Raya Aja, the city, fiom which the 
district takes its name, is said to have been founded m the yeai 
145 A D The Chauhans held Ajmei without mtenuption till 
the daj's of Puthwi Ray King of Delhi, who v as, by adoption, 
rulei also of Ajmer After the defeat of this monaich, the con- 
querer Shahabuddm took Ajmer and made it ovei to a relative of 
Puthwi Raj but shortly afterwaids appointed a~ Governor of the 
city to control the new Raja After the invasion of Tunuilang 
and the extinction of the house of Tughlak, A j filer was occupied 
by the Rana of Mewar, on whose assassination it fell into the hands 
of the Mohammadan Kings of Malwa These held it from 1469 to 
1531, when the kingdom of Malwa was annexed to that of Gujaiat 
The Punce of Marwar, Maldeo, took advantage of the opportunity 
to seize Ajmei, which was held by the Rathors for 24 years Akbai 
conquered it m 1566 For 194 years from that date, , Ajmei 
remained an integral portion of the Mughal Empire, and the centie 
,of a Suhah (Province) which comprised m it the whole of Rajputana 
In 1720,' Ajit Smgh, the son of Raja Jaswant Singh of Marwar, 
seized Ajmei, and lulled the linpeiial Governor He was expelled 
by Mohammad Shah and Ins son Abbey Smgh vas appointed 
.Yiceioy of Ajmei In the struggles which took place between 
Ram Smgh, the successor of Abbey Smgh, and the lattei s uncle 
Bakht Smgh, the Mahrattas, under Jay Appa Smdia, weie called 
m by Bakht Smgh. After Bakht Singh’s death his son Bijey 
Sihgh opposed the Mahrattas and Jay Appa was assassinated at 
his instigation Eventually Ajmer was ceded to the Mahiattas 
as : ’Mimdkati or compensation foi the blood of Jay Appa, and was 
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held by them till 1787, -when aftei the defeat of the Malirattas Jit 
the battle of Tonga by the coalition of the Rathoi s and Kaclia- 
n alias, under the Raja of Jaipui, the Rathoi s retook the city 
Tliiee years latei tbe Mabiattas nnder De Boigne lecoveied Ajmei, 
•which "they held till 1818 At the close of the Pmdari War m 
that yeai, Ajmei was ceded by Daulat Rao Smdia to the Butish

able that, though the Chaulians held the distuct foi over a thousand 
yeais, no single lepiesentative of the clan is now to be found within 
its boideis Almost all the Rajput estate holdeis aie Rathoi 
descendants of the lulmg house of Maiwai The only exceptions 
aie the Sisodia family of Sawar m the South, the petty Istnnrai- 
dai of Manohaipui, the Jagndai of Rajgaih and one oi two othei

and subsequently each of them marned a dauglitei of the King 
One, Raja Bachiaj, settled m Ajmer In the course of time 
Juman, Sarwai (now m Kishengaili), Deolia and the adjacent 
countiy fell into the hands of the Gaui Rajputs and to the head 
of the clan Humayun gave a Mansah of Rs 7,000 In the time 
of Akbar, Raja Bithal Das founded the town of Rajgarh and called 
it aftei the name of his giandson Raj Singli The son of the latter 
took Si inagar from the Puar (Pramai) Rajputs, who have now 
disappeaied fiom the distuct This was the climax of the pio- 
spenty of the Gaurs, foi soon afterwaids they weie ejected fiom 
Rajgaih and all then temtoiy by Kishen Singh, a Rathoi Aftei 
25 yeais of dispossession, Gopal Singh lecoveied Rajgarh and the 
Gauis weie m possession when the countiy fell into the hands of 
the Mahiattas The Malirattas m 1817 lesumed Rajgaih, and the 
twelve villages attached to it, as the Raja was unable to pay a 
contribution of Rs 1,000 as Fauy Khaiach (war expendituie) On 
the establishment of Butish lule, these villages were yestoied on 
condition of payment of Naza?ana (succession fee), but as the 
~Nazaiana was not oi could not be paid, the whole estate, with the 
exception of one small village, was resumed and ipmamed Khalsa 
till 1874, when it was presented m jagii to the lepiesentative of the 
ancient house 


The ISTIMRARDARS aie so called fiom the fact that they hold

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Government, winch, is not liable to enhancement They aie divided 
into two classes — Tazimi and others All are entitled to seats m 
Daibar Of the nineteen pnncipal Istimian estates, the holdeis 
of sixteen — Bhmai, Sawai, Masuda, Pisangan, Juman, Deolia, 
Kharwa, Bandanwara, Mehiun, Para, Deogaon-Bagheia, Govmd- 
gaih, Tantoti, Baili, Bagsuri and Kerot — enjoy the honom of the 
Tazim Of these the fiist four and the I stimrard ar of Kharwa are 
the heads of their respective houses from~which the remamdei are 
offshoots The Rathors of Ajmer aie descended from one or other of 
the chiefs of Marwar, of whom the following are, m this connection, 
the most impoitant — Rao Jodha, 1453 (Masuda and Bagsuri); 
Rao Maldeo, 1531 (Bhmai) , and Raja Udai Singh, 1583 [Gangwana 
(Jagu), Pisangan, Mehrun, Junian and Govmdgaih] The families 
of Deolia, Bandanwara, Deogaon-Baghera, Tantoti and Barli are 
offshoots of the house of Bhmai and the Istimrardar of Para is a 
descendant of the family of Pisangan 

In all the Istimrardar families, with the unimportant exception 
of Kaiel, where sub-division is still the rule, succession is by. 
pumogeniture, the provision tor younger sons consisting generally, 
of a grant of a well and a few htglias of land, which is heritable 
pioperty until the line of the original grantee is extinct In early, 
times, as m Kaiel at present, all sons shared alike except the eldest, 
whose portion was generally larger than that of the lest, but the 
disiuption of estates which ensued was so inconvenient that it was 
diopped m favour of an assignment, known as gias, of single 
villages to younger sons, an arrangement which, m its turn, has 
given place to that now pi evailing 

The following account is given by Mi La Touche of the origin 
of the Istimran tenures — “ The tenuie of the feudal chief was 
ongmally identical with that of the chiefs m the Native States of 
Rajputana The estates were jagiis held on condition of military, 
service, and liable to various feudal incidents Colonel Todd m 
his “ Rajasthan,” Yol I, page 167, thus sums up the result of his 
inquiries into these tenures — ‘ A grant of an estate is for the life 
of the holder, with mhentance for his offspnn g m lineal descent 
or adoption with the sanction of the Prince and resumable for crime 
oi incapacity, this leveision and powei of resumption being marked 
by the usual ceremonies on each lapse of the giantee of sequestra- 
tion (zabti) of lelief (Nazar ana), of homage and investiture of the 
heir ’ P 2 om all that can be diseoveied the original tenure of the 
mass of the Istimian estates m Ajmer is exactly described by the 
above quotation The estates were life grants but, like all similar 
tenures, they tended to become hereditary ” 

The Istimiardars are by law incompetent to make alienations 
lasting beyond then own lives Like the other estates m Rajputana, 
those of Ajmei weie originally held on service tenures, and were 
subject to ceitam feudal liabilities In,lieu of these burdens, the 
Mahrattas substituted fixed cash payments and exacted certain 
cesses The latter were abolished by the British, and m 1873 it 
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\vas finally decided that tlie assessments tlien levied should be fixed 
in peipetuity
